Contest Is Foreshadowed Over 
the Will of the Late 
Julia Garrett. 


Philadelphia, September 13.—A con- 
test of the will of the late Julia Gar- 
rett, who died at her suburban home 
near here recently, leaving an estate 
said to be valued at $12,000,000, is 
foreshadowed in the filing at Mor- 
ristowh, Pa., today of a caveat against 
the admission of “any document pur- 
porting to be her will.” The caveat 
was filed in the Montgomery county 
court by counsel representing George 
G. Dunn, of this city, a distant cousin 
of Miss Garrett. 

This, action closely followed a re- 
port that Miss Garrett had bequeathed 
to Isaac T, Starr, of this city, several 
million dollars. Mr. Starr, who for 
Many years was the fiscal agent of 
the Garrett family, said tonight he 
did not Know whether he was to re- 
ceive anything. Mr. Starr ridiculed 
the report that he was to get $19,000,- 
000 by the will and added that he be- 
lieved Miss Garrett's share of the 
family estate will not amount to $1v 
000,000. 

The Garrett fortune was accumu- 
lated in the snuff business, whfch was 
{founded here about the time Wiliam 
Penn was treating with the Indians. 
It is said there are about ten cousins 
interested in the provisions of Miss 
Garrett's will. 


“QLD GLORY” TRANPLED

Alleged That the Flag Was 
Snatched From a Striking 
Copper Miner.

Calumet, Mich. September 13.—An 
American flag, carried by a striking 
copper miner today, was torn down 
and trampled in the street by state 
cavalrymen, according to a charge 
that was telegraphed to 
Ferris tonight by a committee of 
strikers. who protested against the al- 
levred harsh treatment of miners by 
troopers. 

There was a long parade of strik- 
ers today. After the parade had 
broken up, the streets remained full 
of disbanded marchers, their wives 
and friends, who gathered in groups 
to discuss the strike, or ran about 
shouting for the Western Federation 
of Miners. 

It was decided by the military offi- 
cers t clear the thoroughfares with 
cavalry, after policemen had been un- 
able to disperse the men 1d women. 
The horsemen rode down the street, 
pushing all persons in the roadway to 
the sidewalks. At one corner, a 
Striker, who carried the stars and 
stripes attached to a long pole, re- 
fused to Move from the middle of 
the street. A cavalryman intention- 
ally, or because he co.!d not control 
his horse, rode against the flag- 
bearer. 

The flag was torn fro:n the staff 
and trampled under foot by other 
cavalrymen. As soon as the soldiers 
saw that the flag had been ridden 
down, however, they gathered it up 
and returned it to its owners. 

The strikers later assetibled and 
drafted a protest which was wired to 
the governer, demanding respect from 
the troops for the flag and the right 
to parade the streetm .

Goldfield, Nev., September 13.—Sev- 
eral lives were jost and much property 
destroyed by q cloudburst at Goldnela.

Goldfield is located in a basin with 
the Malahai range to the south and 
two deep gulches striking the east 
and west sections of the town. Within 
an hour these gulches were roaring 
rivers, and all houses in their path 
were swept away, Tonight the known 
dead are:

gulches, but were not recovered. 

The Nevada-California Power com- 
pany suffered great damage, putting 
all the mines of Goldfield and Tono- 
pah out of commission temporarily. 
Business houses with goods stored in 
basement lost heavily. Many narrow 
escapes are reported, marooned women 
and men being rescued from floating 
houses by means of ropes. The tele- 
phone and power wires are ail down, 
as are the telegraph wires. Communi- 
tion with Tonopah is cut off, and 
rumors of loss of life there cannot be 
verified. 

Goldfield is in darkness tonight, but 
the scores of homeless persons are be- 
ing cared for by those whose dwell- 
ings escaped the flood.

drawal in safety of those Americans in 
Mexico who ean be induced td leave 
that country. 

The immediate result of the state de- 
partment’s warning was to gather a 
number cf such refugees in the sea- 
porta, buf most of them now ‘have been 
brought to the United States and Amer- 
tean consuls in Mexico report a not- 
able dimunition in the number of 
Americans now homeward bound. 

Majority of Americans Out. 

It Is believed those now in the 
country have decided to remain and 
take the chances of protection at the 
hands of the Huerta government. It 
has not been possible to obtain an esti- 
mate of their number, but it !s known 
that at least a majority of the Amer!- 
cans already have left the country. 

American consular officers in Mexico 
have been keeping lists of all Amer!- 
ean property, which the owners have 
withdrawn in order to establish be-

It is realized in 
official circles here that much impor- 
tance will attach to the tone of that 
communication, 

Coincident with the message 
Huerta to the Mexican congress will 
be the patriotic demonstration for the 
same day. Under orders fro): the gov- 
ernment army cfficers have been gath- 
ering up all the able bodied citizens 
not already in the military service and 
arming and drilling them under the 
claim that they were being prepared 
to participate in this demonstration 
of approval of the existing govern- 
ment. 

With the military ardor of these 
thousands of undisciplined spirits kin- 
dled. anti-American demonstrations 
might follow, but Huerta has given 
strict instructions that every effort be 
made te repress any such ebullitions. 


U. S. SOLDIERS SHOOT 
MEXICAN SMUGGLERS 


San Antonio, Texas, Setember 13,— 
In a fight between United States sol- 
diers and Mexican smugglers at Car- 
rize Springs, Texas, today, one Mexi. 
can was killed, six Mexicans wound- 
ed and fourteen captured. 

None of. the pursuing party was in- 
jured and only two cavalry horses 
were hurt, The soldiers came upon 
the Mexicans shortly after daylight, 
a few miles from Alimito crossing, at 
the Rio Grande river, and at once 
began firing. An American, who is the 
reputed leader of the Mexicans, but 
whose name is unknown, replied to 
the order to halt and declared that his 
party would never surrender. 

The soldiers. were then ordered to 
open fire, and at the first volley one 
Mexican was shot dead, two ethers 
apparently mortally injured and sev- 
eral received minor wounds... The 
Ameriean leader, realizing that ‘the 
odds were against him, raised a white 
handkerchief in token of surrender. 
Besides the leader, thirteen Mexicans 
were captured. All of the prisoners 
were taken to Windmill ranch and a 
surgeon summoned to ‘treat the 
wounded, = 

The capture was made by a detach- 
ment of the Fourteenth United States 
cavalry under command of Lieuten- 
ant McLane. .

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MANY RATE CHANGES 
RESULT OF RULING 


Revised Freight Rates Will Ma- 
. terially Affect the Ship- 
pers of Atlanta. 


Copies of the recent: decision of the 
interstate commerce commission in 
the matter of express rates, practices, 
accounts and revenues has just 
been received by the Atlanta freight 
bureau, and Traffic Manager Harry T. 
Moore is calling attention of members 
to some of the revised rules, regula- 
tions and the rates applying between 
certain representative points of irigin 
and Atlanta, Ga., and tue rates under 
the order will become erfective Octo-

ber 15, 1913, unless they are set aside 


by the courts. 
Classification Rules. 

Rule 2 (a). The shipper must be 
requested to place his name and ad- 
dress on all packages of first-clas mat- 
ter, and’in the event of his refusal 
to do so, charges may be prepatd. 

Rule 3. Shippers, by designation in 
writing, may route shipments by way 
of such estallished routes and trans- 
fer points as they may desire. 

Rule 7. No shipment shall be dellv- 
ered to a consignee in an evident dam- 
eged condition until written notice of 
the condition of such shipment has 
been malfied to the consignor, at the 
address given upon the package. 

Rule 8 (a). In the event of non- 
Gelivery, arising out of loss or destruc- 
tion of the shipment, the company shal! 
fmmediately give written notice there- 
of, to both the consignor, If known, 
and the consignee, 1f known. 

(>). In thee event of non-delivery 
of a shipment by reason of the con- 
Signee’s refusal to accept It, written 
notice thereof must immediately be 
given to the consignor, !f known, by 
the agent at destination. 

Rule 9. In the event of a claim he- 
ine made tn writing, the com- 
_Dany shall imediately acknowledge its 
receipt, and shall, within six months 
of the date thereof, nottfy the claimant 
in writng of the disposition made 
thereof. Claims for partial loss or 
Gamage shall be given equally prompt 
disposition, 

Rule 11 (a), Provided a lower 
eharge is made thereby, two or more 
Packages forwarded by one shipper, 
at the same time, upon one receipt, 
to one consignee at one local address, 
must be charged for on the aggregate 
weight as if one package; provided, 
however, that when such. shipment 
averages less than ten pounds per 
package, charges shall he assessed on 
basis of ten pounds for each package. 
Example: When the total weight of 
the several packages divided by the 
number of packages gives a quotient 
less than ten, charge on basis of teft 
pounds for each package, If the quo- 
tlent so obtained is over ten, charge 
on basis of total actual weight,

Rule 13 (a). The rates governed by 

this classification are hased upon a 


value of not exceeding $50 on 
each shipment of 19 pounds or less, 
and not exceeding 50 cents per pound,

limited to the value above stated un-

(>). When the value declared by 
the shipper exceeds value of $50 on 4 
shipment weighing 190 pounds, or less, 
or exceeds 50 cents per pound on a 
shipment weighing more than_ 100 
pounds, charges therefor shall be at 
the rate of 10 cents on each $100, of 
such excess value, or for any frac- 
tion of $100. 

Rule 14 (d). The amount of C. 0. 
D. bills for C. O. D. shipments must 
be collected at the time such ship- 
‘ments are delivered to the consignees. 
Agents are positively prohibited from 
giving credit on C. O. D. shipments. 
Proceeds of ©. 0. D. collections must 
be remitted to the consignor or agent 
at point of origin within twenty-four 
hours after delivering such shipments, 
and if such return js made to agent at 
point of origin he, in turn, must make 
settlement with the consignor within 
twenty-four hours after the receipt 
thereof. The payment of claims for 
GC: .0;..B: collections, proceeds of which 
have not been paid to the consignor 
of a shipment. must be made promptly 
on presentation of proper proof of 
the delivery of the property to the 
consignee.

Public Rapidly Realizing Value 
Of Parent-Teacher Associations 


Now that school has begun and the 
children are away from home, the 
most practical way in which the moth- 
er’s heart can follow them is through 
the interest and work of the Parent- 
Teacher Neighborhood clubs. While 
the work of these clubs !s compara- 
tively new in the state, Athens and 
Columbus having organized first six 
years ago, the public {s coming rap- 
Idly to realize the power for good of 
these associations of parent and teach- 
er. 

Prominent educators in al] Ines of 
educational work are unanimous in 
their endorsement of these organiza- 
tlons, and strong In the faith In their 
potential power. 

In our own state our recognized 
leaders in educationa) matters, State 
Superintendent M. L. Brittian, Super- 
intendent William Slaton, of Atlanta; 
Lawton B. Evans, of Augusta; R. B. 
Daniel, of Columbus; C. H. Bruce, Ma- 
con; N. H. Ballard, Brunswick; G. C, 
Bond, Athens. J. A. Duncan, Thomas- 
ville, and others, have given their 
hearty co-operation and support to 
this movement. 

The Atlanta work of these associa- 
tions is young, the first clubs having 
been formed two years ago, but they 
have met enthusiastic response from 
both parent andteacher. The work has 
been practical and they have taken 
shold of problems in thelr various dis- 
tricts that demanded attention, and in 
many instances solved these questions 
with noteworthy success. 

One school association assumed the 
responsibility of providing school 
books for the children who were not 
able to buy them; another club con- 
verted its unsightly grounds into an 
attractive flower garden by so inter- 
esting the children of that school that 
they carried buckets of dirt, enough 
to level the yard. This school, stim- 
ulated by its principal, won the fifty- 
dollar prize offered by one of the mem- 
pers of board of education, Mr. Walter 
Rich, for the most attractive school 

~ garden. 
Firat Moving Pictnre. 

This same school has Installed a 
moving picture machine and as far as 
we know this is the first school in 
the state to take thts step. 

Several school clubs have worked 
for their own school libraries and 
through the ¢6-operation of the Carne- 
gie library assures suecess to each 
club of its efforts. The library will 
furnish to each of the schools a col- 


lection of books fer both parents and 
children. 

Bach olub has had lectures from 
Prominent physicians on subjects of 
health and hygiene, the attendance 
upon these lectures attested the inter- 
est of the mothers in these matters 
and their readiness to take advantage 
of such opportunities offered. The 
number present at these lectures rang- 
ed from 80 to 160, 

We have given what has actually 
been accomplished by these clubs in 
Atlanta with the entire co-operation of 
our superintendent and the princi- 
Pals where these clubs are organized. 

While each club is an individual one 
and is worktng for the needs of its 
particular neighborhood the object ts 
the same in every instance that is to 
Promote the welfare of the child, to 
increase the understanding and sym- 
pathy of those having the responsi- 
bility of ehildren and by co-operating 
to make effectual all effort toward 
educational, eivic, socia,l hygienic and 
moral betterment in the neighborhood. 

The program for the coming year 
has not been completed but with the

the {ce creams commonly contain from 
two millions to five millione bacteria 
per oubic centimeter.

It Is mecessary to safesuard the 
production, handling and storage of 
ice cream.

wet to be burned? The answer Its easy. 
They are simply ‘stalling’ along until 
they can get the dry garbage. 

Will Not Generate Enough Steam. 

“They Know that if they have to 
burn material that is at all wet the 
-plant will not generate the steam 
necessary to produce the electricity 
guaranteed under their contract. It 
will take the heat of the furnace to 
burn the garbage then and the gar- 
bage itself will generate no heat. But 
wait until they can get dead leaves 
and dry garbage, and they will have 
material that will burn itself and 
at the same time supply heat. 

"It {s costing the Destructor people 
$25 per day Decause they have not 
delivered a completed plant on time 
according to the contract, but there is 
no cause why they ghould worry over 
that, if in the final test they can 
make the plant pass muster. That's 
why you don't hear any kick from 
them. 

‘TJ don't want to impose any extra- 
ordinary or unfair test upon the 
crematory people, but I do want a 
fair test, and I am going to have it 
before the Destructor people get an- 
other cent out of me.” 

Councilman Claude L. Ashley, chalr- 
man of council sanitary committee, 
stands as one with the mayor. on the 
crematory proposition. 

Says They Are Stalling. 

“The very thing that I have been 
expecting has happened. I know and 
the mayor knows that those folks are

Writ of Habeas Corpus 
Granted by U. S. Judge. 
More Rumors That Effort 
Will Be Made to Kidnap. 


Colebrook, N. H., September 13.— 
The perpetually recurring writ of 
habeas corpus, which has so often dot- 
ted the career of Harry K. Thaw since 
his incarceration in Matteawan as the 
insane slayer of Stanford White, crop- 


‘ped up again this afternoon in his 


fight to resist extradition from New 
Hampshire. This time, and for the 
first time in the history of Thaw’s 
efforts to regain his liberty, the writ 
was issued by a federal court. 

United States Judge Aldrich, of the 
district of New Hampshire, granted 


the application of three of the Thaw! 
Martin, Shurtleff and Olm-' 


lawyers, 
stead, and made it returnable at Lit- 
tleton on Tuesday next. William 
Travers Jerome, specially deputized 
to take the fugitive back to the asy- 
lum, heard the news with ill grace 
and characterized the move as one of 
bad faith. There had been a gentle- 
man's agreement, he said, that neither 
side was to make a court: move pend- 
ing the extradition hearing before 
Governor Felker {n Concord next 
week. 

The Thaw leaders, led by Moses H. 
Grossman, said the writ was one of 


expediency and had been obtained to! 


meet an emergency should the gov- 
ernor refuse a full hearing on the 
extradition matter and sign the requ!- 
sition warrant, forthwith turning 
Thaw over to officers of the state of 
New York, They had reason to be- 
lleve now, they added, that a full 
hearing would be accorded the fugi- 
tive, and in view of this it was prob- 
able they would request on Tuesday 


that the habeas corpus hearing be ! 
continued. 

"It seems to me," said Mr. Jerome, 
Srimly, “that this is trifling with 
the federal court. I should hesitate 
to apply for a writ in such cireum- 
stances.” 


Thaw spend a very quiet day. There 
was no court hearing here. It has not 
been definitely decided when he will 
be removed to Concord, but he will 


j likely remain here until the governor 


sets a date for a hearing, which may 
be Wednesday of next week or later. 
Thaw's Mother to Governor Felker. 

Tonight the fugitive gave out a 
telegram which his mother, Mrs. Mary 
Copley Thaw, sent from Montreal to 
Governor Felker. He added that she 
would come here at present in view 
of the uncertain status of affairs. 

This is her telegram: 

“To His Excellency Governor Felker: 
“IT address your excellency in the 
Interests of my son, H. K. Thaw. who, 
after being deprived ofthe liberty the 
avcrage acquitted man would immedi- 
ately have received after a verdict of 
‘not guilty’ upon the ground of the 
defendant's insanity at the time of 
the commission of the act charged un- 
der the indictment, has for five and a 
half years endured untold hardships 
and Indignities in one of New York's 
worst penal institutions. Finally he 
took the only recourse left, a flight 
a the freedom denied through mal. 
ce. 

_ "May I beg that- your 
will secure to him, in whatever way 
proper, a fair and impartial hearing 
during the impending proceedings? 
Yours, very sincerely, 

“MARY C. THAW.”

Receives Many Compldjints 
and Gives Remediés.: 


Just as Georgia ts about to make 
one of the largest and best cotton 


| crops in the history of the state, nu-; 
merous complaints of the ravages of - 


the red cotton spidér and thé: ‘totton 
boll worm are reaching the staté dé- 
partment of entomology; ‘and!in many. 
Instances these pests threaten serious 


damage. : : 


The cotton boll weevil has been sent 
in from a number of south Gadrgia 
counties, while reports of the red 
spider come from various sections of 
the state, both northern and souttern. 

Of course, the best remedy in both 
instances Is prevention, says State En: 
tomologist E. Lee Worsham, but 
where the pest is already on the cot- 
ton plant just approaching maturity, 
there is Dyt one thing to do, and that 
is to kill it with some effective poison. 

The red cotton spider is exceedingly 
small, and its prevailing color is ted, 
It feeds on the under side of the cot- 
ton leaf, The female lays anywhere 
from 50 to 80 eggs, which hatch in 
about four days, and there may be 
as many as 16 or 17 generations dur- 
ing one year. The spiders suck the 
juice from the leaves, causing red- 
dish spots to appear, later turning to 
dark brown. The leaves drop one by 
one until usually the plant dies. The 
pest increases most rapidly during hot. 
dry weather, until, toward the end of 
August, several acres of a field may 
become badly damaged. F 
~ _ Pest Lives Through Winter. 


The cotton red spider often sur- 
vives the winter, if he can find gréen 
food. Ag a rule, they prefer the cul- 
tivated violet, common goldenrod or 
the pokeweed, but will attack other 
Plants if these cannot be found, 

Where the red cotton spider is now 
Prevalent in cotton fields, the only 


! way to stop its ravages, Entomologist 


Worsham points out, is to spray the 
infected fields with some good in- 
secticide known to kill this particu- 
lar pest.

Greater Number of Children Can 
Best Be Reached Through 
the Schools. 


As the summer months are drawing 
to a close and the thoughts of the ap- 
Proaching school days are once more 
in our minds, it seems that now is the 
time to impress upon our women the 
importance of organizing our children 
{nto leagues for effective civic {m- 
provement, 

The greater number of children in 
our city can be reached through the 
schools and hence to reach this num- 
ber our work must begin there. 

As a city grows larger and traffic 
becomes heavier, it needs greater care 
in attaining to a marked degree of 
perfection along civic lines, and we 
cannot expect to reach this result 
without the aid of the children. They 
must be Instructed and well-trained at 
the beginning in civics, that the future 
years will reap the benefits of their 
efforts, 

Not in School Course. 

As yet our school system, as a whole, 
does not include the study of civic im- 
provement, but many of our teachers 
are assisting us !n our efforts to cre- 
ate a civic pride in the children, and 
we, aS club women, extend to them 
our sincere gratitude for thelr devo- 
tion to the cause. 

It {s not right nor proper that we 
leave the entire burden of educating 
the children tn this branch of our 
work, but every man and woman 
should assume the responsibility in 
creating a perfect system by which 
well-kept homes and lawns, good roads 
and perfect sanitation will be the out- 
come. 

Children should be taught how to 
keep cleanly, how to keep the school 
yards clean and attractive and how 
by the planting of flowers and shrubs 
and trees they are materially aiding 
the community in solving eivic prob- 


Love for Order. 

By this commencing a love for order 
and beauty wil] be created !n the minds 
of the children. This love for the 
beautiful must ever grow to larger 
proportions and good citizenship be the 
result. 

In order to carry on this work of 
civic improvement we are organizing 
the school children, not only here in 


Junior Civie Leagues. The children be- 
longing to the leagues appoint or 
elect thelr president, vice president, 
secretary and treasurer from their 
and at the monthly meetings 
the children report upon the work 
done by them during the month. The 
teacher, or teachers, are the supervis- 
ors, and are always in attendance 
when the meetings are called. 
History of Today. 

When the children once understand 
that they sale contributing to the his- 
tory of today, by helping to make the 
community more cleanly, more sani- 
tary and more beautiful, they readily 
enter into the work, and are ever alert 


and unsanitary places. 

We love to be praised for good deeds 
done; it is human nature, and so should 
the children be praised and rewarded 
for their achievements. 

Prizes should be given to them for 
the best kept school yards, the best 
reports upon actual work done, etc. 
This will encourage the children to 
put forth thelr best efforts for civic 
improvement,

(Continued From Last Sunday.) 

Contributions amounting to several 
thousand dollars were made by Georgia 
chapters to the fund for the erection 
of the splendid marble building at the 
national capital which serves as of- 
ficial headquarters of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, memorial to 
our revolutionary ancestors, and store- 
house of the ancestrel records of these 
and of millions of other descendants of 
the founders of the republic. A me- 
morial column, costing $2,000—one of 
the thirteen columns of the portico rep- 
resenting the original states—was a 
gift of the Georgia Daughters. 

The Georgia Daughters placed 
Memorial Continental hall a marble 
bust of Oglethorpe, unveiled at tht 
congress of 1911, costing $500, and a 
memorial collection of books, entitled 
“The Emily Hendree Park Memorial 
Collection,’ with a bronze tablet in 
honor of Mrs. Park. This Valuable 
addition to the national Ubrary con- 
sists chiefly of books relating to Geor- 


in 


-| gia Distory and other books of Geor- 


gia authors, and includes the colonial 
and revolutionary records published by 
the state, the publication of which was 
so largely due to the efforts of Mrs. 
Park as state regent The collection 
has been increased from time to time 
by gifts from chapters and members, 
and it is expected that it will continue 
to grow. Thisis the first memorial of 
its kind placed tn the hall, and nation- 
al officers have suggested that other 
contemplated memorials take this 
form. 

The death of Mrs. Park, which oc- 
curred in September, 1910, was a great 
loss to the society. The esteem in 
which she was held by the socilety-at- 
large is indicated by the fact that when 
elected vice president general, she re- 
ceived the largest vote ever given toa 
national officer. It was expected that 
she would some day be placed at the 
head of the society, and many of the 
leading members, north and south, 
urged her to consent to the use of her 
name as @ candidate, but she could not 
be induced to consent. 

Reference has already been made 
to the memorial bust of the first “real 
Daughter,” Mrs. Mary Hammond 
Washington, of Georgia, which was 
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unveiled at the congress of 1913, 

The handsome building erected as a 
\chapter house by the Atlante chapter 
is a striking illustration of the seal 
and devotion of Georgia Daughters, 
When it became necessary to remove 
from its site in Piedmont park the 
original chapter house — “Craigie 
House,” the gift of the state of Massa- 
chusetts, which had served as the 
Maasachusetts State.duilding at the 
Cotton States exposition—the chapter 
directed its energies to the raising of 
a fund for the erection of a new chap- 
ter house on Piedmont avenue lot 
given to it by the late George Wash- 
ington ColHer. The falthful, persist- 
ent work of several years in the rais- 
ing of this fund reached Its climax 
during the administration of Mrs. 8. 
W. Foster as chapter regent, and the 
building was erected during the re- 
gency of her successor, Mrs. Joseph H. 
Morgan, the corner-stone being laid on 
December 17, 1910, and the building 
being formally Dpened on June 14, 1912 
(Flag day.) A notable event which 
s00n followed at this chapter house 
was the entertaining of the military 
organizations from a number of the 
older states, some of them organized 
in colonial and revolutionary days, and 
vearing uniforms of that period, who 
attended the unveiling of the peace 
monument erected by the Gate City 
Guard of Atlanta. Mrs. Matthew T. 
Scott, the president general of the so- 
ciety, who was a guest of the Atlanta 
chapter, took a prominent part in the 
unveiling exercises, and the reception 
given in her honor by the chapter was 
attended by Daughters from all parts 
of the state. 

The members of the Joseph Haber- 
sham chapter of Atlanta have long 
been working with remarkable energy 
and perseverance to raise funds for a 
chapter house, and they have already 
a Valuable lot for the site 

The activities of these two chapters 
in providing for permanent homes for 
themselves have been followed by 
large increase of membership. A re- 
cent list of the members of the At- 
‘anta chapter shows e membership of 
more than 360, and the Joseph Haber- 
Sham doeg not fall very far short of 
this number.

Dear Friend: The Tennessee division 
of the United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, at their convention in May, 
1911, passed a resolution memoralising 
the associated chapters throughout the 
south and the United States to endow a 
chair of southern industry at Peabody 
college.

Paris, September 13.—Little is knowa 
by the public of the intimate home 
life of Raymond roincare, the French 
president. Strangely contrasting with 
the glittering pymp and ceremony of 
his public life, his existence - when 
shielded from the limelight behind the 
walls of the Elysee palace is one of 
marked simplicity. : 

The public life of the French preal- 
dent, from his birth in 1860 in Joan 
of Arc’s country to his election on the 
17th of January of this year, is now 
common knowledge. .-fter winning all 
the prises of his class at schod he 
won the greatest prize that France has 
to offer her illustrious sons—the pres- 
The secret of his success is 
cheerful, 


idency. 
work—steady, . perserving, 
sixteen hours-a-day work. 

He 1s a typical specimen of the suo- 
cessful Frenchman—clear-headed, mus- 
cular, active arid industrious. It was 
sheer hard work that won him his 
place at the bar, his admission into 


, the ranks of the forty “Immortals,” a 


seat in the cabinet, the presidency— 
and his wife. When Polncare was a 
struggling young barrister he fell In 
love with a beautiful woman who now 
share the honors of the Elysee with 
him. Her parents Jemanded a mar- 
riage settlement of one million francs 
($200,000), and it took hir only five 
years to save this considerable sum. 
Hedged Round With Ceremony. 

The official life of the French pres- 
Ident is hedged rvund with ceremony. 
He cannot go anywhere without the 
escort of a regiment of soldiers and 
a@ bodyguard of detectives. When he 
visits a provisional town he is recelv- 
ed in state by the mayor, the corpora- 
tion, the municipal band and the fire- 
brigade. In foreign countries he {s 
welcomed with regal honors. With all 
this the public is well acquainted. Ev- 
ery phase of the French president's 
life outside the “Elysee” {is shown at 
the picture halls the same evening, but 
when the gates of his official residence 
have closed behind him the wall of 
the “vie privee” shuts him out com- 
pletely from the outside world. 

M. Poincare rises every day, winter 
and summer, at 6 a. m, At 6:30 o'clock 
his dressing and toilet are finished, 
and he reads the morning papers until 
7. His training as a lawyer enables 
hha to exercise a rapid and judicious 
choice as regards news, and half an 
hour suffices for him to extract the 
cream of half a dozen journals. He 
takes his breakfast at the same time. 
His “petit dejeuner’ is the same as 
that of millions of Frenchmen—coffee 
and rolls. At 7 o’clock the day’s work 
begins with the signing of multitu-

dinous documents. This might be done 
in a couple of hours if performed in a 
perfunctory manner, but Poincare has 
the bump of prudence very strongly 
developed; he reads every document he 
is asked to sign. This work, perform- 
ed with the minuteness and thorough- 
ness which characterizes all his 
actions, lasts till noon. 

M. Poincare now takes lunch with 
his wife. This is a moment of relaxa- 
tion in the midst of his daily work, 
and he takes full advantage of It. Be- 
ing blessed with perfect and a good 
appetite, Poincare does justice to the 
efforts of the Elysee cooks, who have 
carefully studied his tastes. He finds 
time, however, to carry on an animated 
conversation with Madame Poincare, 
He tells her what he has read in the 
morning papers, and informs hér what 
arrangements he has made for the 
afternoon. They are a@ typical happy 
Frefth “menage” — communicative, 
confiding and good-tempered. 

Nose to the Grindstone. 

This break !n the monotony of offi- 
efal work passes all too quickly, and 
Poincare !s back again with his nose 
to the grindstone at 1 p. m. In the 
course of the morning his six secreta- 
ries have been busy answering the 
hundreds of letters that fill the presi- 
dent's post bag every day, and all 
these answers must be read and sign- 
ed. A certain number of senatops, 
M Ps., and high officials are received 
every day by appointment, and these 
must be tactfully got rid of as soon 
as possible; there is no time wasted 
at the Elysee. Possessing, as he does, 
a perfect command over hi; language, 
the president never says a word too 
much or too little. There are also 
hospitals, exhibitions and other public 
institutions to be visited. He always 


wears) a happy smile on these occa- 
sions, as his wife accompanies him, 
He is already noted for his remarkable 
punctuality, which quality is, as the 
French say, “the politeness of kings.” 

As in every well-regulated French 
household, proper economy gs the rule 
at the Elysee. Hatred of waste and 
extravagance are 60 ingrained in the 
mind of every son and daughter of 
France that they cannot shake them 
off even when they attain to great 
wealth. M. Poincare and his wife are 
no exceptions to the rule, All the 
household acounts are carefully ex- 
amined by Madame Poincare before 
being settled, as a cook recently found 
out to her cost. She was in the habit 
of marking down a dollar’s worth of 
strawberries every day for the ser- 
vants. Madame Poincare happened 
to ask her maid if she had enjoyed 
her strawberries, and was surprised to 
jearn that the girl had had none since 
the beginning of the season. That 
cook {s now vainly looking for an- 
other situation. Still, though there 
is no waste, there js an abundance of 
everything, especially when guests 
are entertained. 


The Cult of Economy. 7 

M. Poincare’s two !mmedilate pred- 
ecessors are credited with having 
rather exaggerated the cult of econ- 
omy. Under Felix Faure, they say, 
the half-finished bottles of wina were 
given to the servants; under Loubet 
and Fallleres they were emptied Into 
other bottles and re-corked, while 
Poincare gives any wine left, wheth- 
6r uncorked or not, to the hospitals, 
On arriving at the Elysee he found a 
large number of horses “eating their 
heads off" for want of exercise, and a 
highly decorative official “outrider.” 


STAPF OF THR FRENCH PRESIOENT 


As the president never rides in any- 
thing except a motor car, he had no 
use for the horses or the outrider. He 
thus effected a congiderable economy 
in his household budget, Dut it was 
one that none but a highly - popular 
man could have attempted. 

Another point on. which Poincare 
has dared to differ from predeces- 
sors is his determination to abolish 
the official shooting parties at. Ram- 
boulllet. He is a great lover of ani- 
mals, and has an oriental dislike of 
shedding blood, even of the humblest 
creature. He has a cat at the Elysee 
called “Gris Gris” of which he Is pas- 
sionately fond. Here is his own de- 
scription of his pet: “Gris Gris has a 
strange and complex personality. He 
{es voluptuous and greedy, perfidious 
and cunning, obstinate, ferocious ana 
tyrannical. These are al] defects, but 
he makes them seem qualities. He 
is a witty and facetious animal and 
{gs never embarrassed. When he ts in 
a difficulty he always finds the best 
way out of it, and this way is invari- 
ably graceful and popular.” 

M. Polncare has a warm heart hid- 
den under a somewhat cold exterior 
and ta very fond of ohildren. He In- 
vited the officers of his household a 
few days ago and sent for all thelr 
children afterwards. When the young- 
sters arrived they were delighted to 
see that a splendid moving picture 
show had been arranged for them by 
the thoughtful president. He paid a 
surprise visit to the children's hos- 
Pital In the rue Le Maistre last week 
and brought a doll for every little 
girl and a toy for each boy. When 
all the baskets of dolls had been emp- 
tied of their contents to the great 
joy of the little sufferers, one poor 
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tearful Ittle girl was still without @ 
doll. Leaving the astonished attend- 
ants waiting, Potneare hurried to the 
door, jumped into hie car-and drove at 
full speed to the nearest toy shop. 
Ten minutes afterwards he returned 
with the biggest doll In the estab- 
lishment. The little girl wept again, 
but this time it was for joy. 


Always Learning Something, 
These visits are pleasant distrac- 


tions in the president's busy day. 
When he has no guests, he dines 
alone with his wife and afterwards 


spends an hour with her {n the draw- 
ing room. Madame Polncare {8 an 
excellent pianist and signs quite as 
well as many professionals. She .was 
born In Italy and prefers to sing im 
the language of her country, but she 
{s equally at home in French. At 
10 o’clook her husband returns to his 
study and starts to work again, but 
the last two hours of his day are de- 
voted to study. Although his knowl- 
edge is almost encyclopaedic he is al- 
ways learning something, “Just to 
keep his train from getting rusty,” 
he says. He ts at present reading 
“Green's History of the English Peo- 
ple.” His recent visit to England 
made a great impression on him, and 
he js anxious to get a deeper insight 
{nto the character of these friends of 
France. 

Although he !s good-natured and 
unostentatious, Polncare is not lack- 
ing in firmness and dignity. When 
he heard that the mayors of Limoges, 
Toulon and Toulouse had “officially” 
refused to receive him with due civie 
honors, he replied: 

“The president of the republic is at 
home everywhere in France and can 


dispense with the hospitality of 
mayor. The officers of my househol4 
will. proceed to these three towns 
and make all necessary arrangements 
without the help of the municipality.” 

He can always be relied upon to act 
with scrupulous fairness and juatice, 
and this is a quality which has endear- 
ed him to all those who serve under 
him. He !s, above all, a faithful friend 
and his rise to power has e no 
change in his early affections 

His training as an advocate has made 
him @ ready speaker, but this is net 
the only secret of those little master- 
pleces of oratory which seem to spring 
from his lips so appositely. Every 
speech he delivers is written down by 
himsetf and committed to memory.

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Monarch Who Moves Just Like Clockwor 


Emperor Franz Josef Was 
the Tidiest of Royal Chil- 
dren, and He Has Been 


Growing Tidier Ever Since.

Vienna, September 13.—Much has 
been written about the Emperor Franz 
Josef of Austria, who has just attain- 
ed his elghty-third year, and ts the 
doyen of all the monarchs of Burope, 
but it is doubtful whether any but a 
small circle of councillors and attend- 
ants, which shrinks every year as 
their tota] sum of winters increases, 
really knows anything of the actual 
Personality of the monarch. 

His enemies call him “the most per- 
fect official in Europe,” and tt is very 
certain that the emperor is a most 
successful tusinesg man, a master of 
method and detail, and that everyone 
who comes into contact with him 
must be absolutely “correct” in every 
way. Even as a small chila the em- 
peror could not endure anything like 
disorder. His toys were arranged 
with marvelous neatness; he never 
soiled his clothes Iike other children. 
and in a word may be said to have 
known nothing of the sins of child- 
hood. This nice exactness has in- 
creased with the years until the em- 
Peror today -may be said to be the 
most punctillous man In Europe. 

The representatives of big news- 
Papers, whose business I[t {s to attend 
the steps ofroyalty, when visiting this 
country, all agree that whereas there 
is hardly @ monarch who is absolute- 
ly to time, the emperor of Austria 
forms a atriking exception. Kalser 
Wilhelm, on arriving at the small 
wayside station of Penzing, near the 
Palace of Schonbrunn, in Vienna, 
naturally hastens to reach the door 
of the railway carriage to anticipate 
his aged host. It is frequently a 
struggle to get there in time. On the 
Platform stands the emperor, slim 
and upright, a military figure par ex- 
cellence. No one ever casts a glance 
towards the red velvet canopy to see 
whether he is there or not, for they 
know that he will advance like a 
clockwork figure at the given signal 
and that his steps are so Ricely cal- 
culated that all the most precise re- 
quirements of etiquette are filled, th 
sovereign in the Incoming train get- 
ting just that degree of deference due 
to his rank and estate in the world. 
Of course the emperor has had long 
practice at the difficult task of reign- 
ing over this large empire and of pre- 
siding as the chief of the most punc- 
tillous court in Europe. . 

Spanish Blood in Family. 

There {s much Spanish blood in the 
Austrian {mperial family, and many of 
the customs of the court are taken 
direct from Spain, which holds the 
palm as the strictest of all courts, 
where the etiquette is so exact that It 
Tequires a generation of service even 
to understand it, and where, as in 
Vienna, the service is performed by 
Persons who have been born and bred 
to the task for generations. An in- 
truder would make but sad work of 
the many complications and cere- 
monies. The service of the court is 
not easy. ; 

At the palace of Schonbdrunn, for ex- 
ample, where the emperor now lives 
almost exclusively, a lackey is em- 
ployed te open the door which leads 
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to the -broad marble staircase, and 
after he has opened this door, and 
élosed it after the monarch, it is his 
duty to maké his way down the back- 
stairs and open the door at the bot- 
tom of the flight. Owing to the em- 
peror’s command that only the old 
men who waited upon him In his youth 
should now serve him, the lackey has 
grown to be an aged man. Unlike the 
monarch, hvu has not become more 
the and active with the passing of 
the years, and it is sald in the palace 
that he daily fears that the emperor 
will reach the bottom of the stairs 
first, and find the door closed. What 
would happen did such a contretemps 
occur no one knows. The emperor is 
vexed when he even thinks that he 
May have to walt. ‘ 

In spite of, or perhaps because of, a 
certain roughness, the emperor ts the 
most popular man in the empire. 
Whether he goes to Hungary or to Bo- 
hemia, he is sure of ovations al! along 
the line of route. He visited Bosnia 
three years ago. The detectives, who 
were called upon to accompany the 
monarch, did not relish their task. 
They knew by experience that their 
work would be very difficult. The 
monarch, who Is so solicitous for the 
safety of his guests, cares nothing for 
his own safety, There was consider- 
able risk of some disaffected Serb, or 
fanatic Mahomedan, making an at- 
tempt upon the life of the emperor, 

Z Can Rely on Popularity. 

This he knew as well as any of his 
retinue, but nonplussed them all, by 
dismounting from his carriage in the 
streets of Sarajewo, and minging with 


the crowd, just as if he had been in: 
The emperor | 


Vienna or Budapest. 
can rely on his popularity, and the 
same spirit which moves him to refuse 
the kind ministratlons of the secrat 
police in Ischl kept him from feeling 
any mistrust of the population of Bos- 
nia. Ht is indeed certain that 4am 
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confidence is the best means of avoid- 
Ing danger, as instead of strictly lim- 
ited number of guards, the whole pop- 
ulation of.the eity is watching for 
anarchists, and ready to stop any act 
against the monarch. 

The old soldier, who 1s so careless 
of his own life, takes the greatest 
|precautions for his royal visitors. 
Every {tem on the bill of fare, set be- 
fore strange monarchs, 18 prepared 
in the emperor's own kitchen, and 
there Is the most remarkable differ- 
ence between the pace taken by the 
court carriages, when conveying the 
é@mpéror alone and when a foreign 
potentate is seated within. 

In every capital of Europe it will be 
noticed that court carriages and aus 
tomobiles always drive at a certain 


Pace, when carrying strange mon- 
archs. The pace is not the result of 
chance, It has been carefully calcu 


lated by the police as that most likely 
to confuse any {ll-intentloned male- 
factors. In Vienna, or Ischl, the 
Streets appear quiet enough just be- 
fore the passing of royal visitors. In 
Ischl, where the roads are narrow, 
numbers of peasants, In Styrian cos- 
tume, stand in the first line. They 
look innocent enough, but any attempt 
to slip by one of the “peasants” will 
be met with rough treatment. The 
picturesque - mountaineers are really 
Vienna detectives, stationed in @ close 
file, to watch over the safety of the 
illustrious stranger, and to keep an 
eye on any member of the crowd who 
shows any undue -yish to push to the 
front. The emperor himself, however, 
never drives quickly. To the great 
distress of both police and doctors he 
insists on proceeding through the 
streets at foot pace, and receiving the 
Ovations of the crowd. 
Ready for Innovation, 

The emperor is always ready to em- 
brace any innovation. He may be re- 
garded as the most progressive of all 
the court and nobility, while he is ai- 
ways a good decade in front of the 
man in the street. In his appreciation 
of ney inventions or contrivances for 
saving time. He did not, however, 
take to the idea of an automobile. The 
automobile club presented him’ with 
two cars on the occasion of his jubilee. 
They were used by members of. the dm- 
pertal family, but it was only on the 
last visit of the late King Edward, of 
England, to Ischil that the emperor 
was persuaded to trust to the new 
kind ef conveyances. Since that date 
tem dectem bave been most anxious 


to persuade the aged emperor to adopt 
the automobile as his ordinary means 
of conveyance. An automobile can be 
heated, and unlike the open carriage 
which the emperor prefers, does not 
expose him to the wind and dust of 
the city of Vienna, 

The emperor has only one physician 
in ordinary, who, like the other per- 
sonages about him, Is a friend of his 
youth, Dr. Kerzl is over 70, and is 
an old campaigner, who does ont be- 
lieve in any kind of pampering. Hae 
has accompanied the emperor on the 
battlefied and to countless maneuvers, 
and both old soldiers sleep in an iron 
camp bed. The emperor has no faith 
in doctors or medicine and it would 
appear that Kersl shares his belief, 
The emperor's relatives have often 
tried tv persuade him to allow 
younger doctor to attend him. They 
are afraid that Kerzl’s views coincide 
too exactly with those of the monarch, 

The berth, however, is no easy. one. 
The emporor, forgetting the needa for 
precautions at his advanced age, or- 
ders his carriage without conaulting 
the doctor, The latter Is sometimes 
only informed of the monarch's in- 
tention of paying visits on a raw 
spring day, in an open carriage, after 
the vehicle is already at the door, and 
the emporer has sallied forth, clad in 
nothing but his uniform as he dislikes 
the military cloak, and will not allow 
his attendants to wrap him In carriage 
rugs like an elderly person who has 
lost his vigor. During the past three 
years the grand maneuvers were put 
off and a court ball postponed indefi- 
nitely merely because It transpired 
that the emperor intended to assigt at 
both, and the doctors were too Anxious 
fer his health, Knowlng that remon- 
strance was vain, they simply had the 
court function and the military event 
cancelled, as the only sure means of 
keeping him at home. 

A Hard-Working Ruler, 

The emperor-king does not take 
many holidays, for he works harder 
than any man in his kingdom, tn spite 
of his advanced age. He is now spend- 
ing a well-earned outing at Ischl, and 
spends part’of his time rambling the 
mountains, In that delightful part of 
the Salzkammergut, quite alone, ¢x- 
cept when he permits a game keeper 
to atcompany him, or a forester. to 
take him to the best point for shooting 
one of the large herd of deer that roam 
the forest. . The forester, 
other attendants on his majesty, fe an

He is generally seen await- 
ing the arrival of the train from Vien- 
na. The emperor, after his official 
welcome ts over, inquires what pros- 
pects tuere are imgthe -.unting world, 
and his subjects are somewhat 
startled evéry summer to hear that 
the monare. has risen at 3:30 a m, 
an hour earlier than usual, for he al- 
ways rises at ¢:30, and rides towards 
tne top of a mountain which forms 
part of the {mperial domain, doing the 
last few hundred yards on foot to the 
dense part of the forest where stags 
may be shee By the skilled stalker. 

When the monarch is not in resi- 
dence it is possible to view the shel- 
ter whence he takes his alm, and even 
a good mountaineer has considerable 
difficulty im climbing the ground, 
slippery with burnt-up graas. How the 
emperor, at his advanced age, can ac- 
complish this, a gun slung over his 
shoulder, with the danger of it be- 
coming entangled in the thick under- 
growth, passes the understanding of 
those unacquainted with the monarch, 
who jn many respects is as brisk and 
healthy as a man of 39. After reach- 
tng the stand he waits for hours, 
still, amia the wonderful calm of the 
mountains, his hunter's costume of 
leather knee breeches and 4 gray coat 
faced with green, not showing up 
against the forest green. Last year 
Dr. Kers] managed to persuade the 
emperor te take dinner at & o’clock 
and go forth on his hunting expedi- 
tions after the heat of the day had 
passed. 

The emperor is never alone at Ys- 
chl Members of the imperial family 
come and go throughout the summer, 
but the ohJldren of the Archduches 
Valerie are the monarch's favorites. 
They take up their residence at th 
same time as Aig majesty, in the Isch!] 
villa, and throughout the summer the 
prim gardens and forest walks, which 
extend upwards from the villa 
grounds, are enlivened by the voices 
of the children and their friends. The 
arohduchess has nine children, of 
whom the eldest daughter who fell 
in love with her brother's tutor at 
Isch] last summer, ia prime favorite 
with the emperor.

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London, September 13.—It would be ~ 
rather interesting to know exactly ** 
how many Englishmen ever had 
heard of thelr new poet laureate be- 
fore Dr. Robert Bridges’ name be- 
Ban to be mentioned in connection 
with that post? About as many as 
have not heard of Rudyard Kipling 
one would imagine. The comparative s 
popularity of the two writers has just — 
been well illustrated by the result of 
a “referendum” organized among its 
readers by a London weekly to decide 
Who should be laureate, Kipling 
topped the poll with 22,630 votes, — 
while Dr. Bridges came eighth on the. ; 
list with 710 votes, or exactly two 
per cent of those cast. The seven 
Poets whose popularity with these 
readers eclipsed the official laureate’s © 
were Mrs. Meyuell, who came second 
with 5,598 votes, John Masefield, who - 
was third was 8,267, Thomas Hardy, — 
who got 3,170, Wildam Watson, who 
secured 1,086, Henry Newbolt, who 
had 812, and G , Chesterton, who 
actually’ poled 777 votes. Of the six- 
teen candidates, Maurice Hewlett got | 
the smallest number of votes, 85.

Millen, Ga., September 13.—(Special.) 
‘With head lowered Mrs. Godbee stood 
before Judge Hammond this morning 
and recelved the sentence of life for 
the slaying of her divorced husband 
and his girl bride. 

“Mrs. Godbee,” sald Judge Ham- 
fhond in slow, deliberate tones, “I 
hereby sentence you to prison for the 
remainder of your natural existence." 

The courtroom was stilled and the 
only sounds were the faint sobbing of 
Sarah Godbee, the daughter, who sat 
near the spot where her mother stood 

The convicted woman nodded assent. 
She resumed her -seat. Barely had 
she reached the chair than the daugh- 
ter broke into unrestrained grief, pil- 
lowing her head on the mother’s 
breast. 

The prisoner's gaze was unflinch- 
ingly on the twelve men who had ad- 
Judged her fate. She stroked the 


blonde hair of the weeping girl, never 
‘for an. instant showing the slightest 


sign of emotion. 

Other women gathered around Mrs, 
Godbee were sobbing. They were gis- 
ters and reMitives and friends. Under 
these circumstances the court appear- 
ed embarrassed. Fur moments there 
Was an awkward interruption. of pro- 
ceedings. The jury fidgeted in its 
seats and Judge Hammond seemed ag 
though he were wildly grasping for 
something to say. 

Finally he uttered: 

“Gentlemen, you may now be dis- 
missed. Mr. Sheriff, please take 
charge of the prisoner.” 

The trial was finished. 


Friends Surround Prisoner, 

Mrs. Godbee left the courtroom sur- 
rounded by relatives and friends. 
There were many soclety women in 
whose element Mrs. Godbee had been 
a popular figure. They escorted her 
tm automobiles to the prison, in the 
dining room of which a sort of recep- 
tion was held, chaperoned by Sheriff 
Johnson. 

Women and girls flocked to the jall 
throughout the day. They brought 
encouragement and cheers. Mrs. God- 
bee did not appear depressed, but 
Seemed hopeful, after all, she would 
soon be a free woman. To reporters 
she said: 

“I shall be freed in the long run.” 

Her daughter and sisters remained 
at the jail with her all day, having 
their meals served in the mother’s 
cell. The girl was so overcome with 


grief that for a while !t seemed she

A noticeable fact of Mr. Godbee's 
appearance at the verdict was that 
she looked fresher than at any of 
the previous sessions. She {1s a rare 
type of women, blonde as a Norse- 
man and girlish of figure. She jis past 
50, but has retained her beauty won- 
derfully. She was dressed in a sty- 
lish, close-fitting skirt of white, with 
a shirt-waist of lavender and a pan- 
ama white hat, crowned with an im- 


mense blue ribbon. The waist was 
made by her in Jall, in which she 
spends much time sewing. 

Mrs. M. G. Boyer, mother of the 


Mrs. Godbee who was slain, was over- 
come from nervousness early Satur- 
day morning, 

She was confined to bed at orders 
of her physician, Dr. Lucas. Unable 
to attend the session at which the 
verdict was announced, she -received 
the news over the telephone in her 
apartments. 


Satisfied With Verdict. 


She expressed satisfaction at the 
verdict.

Old Virginia's Suffragists. 

“Pitchfork Ben" congratulated ey- 
erybody a short while ago on what 
he said was a fact, that the women of 
Virginia do not want to vote, that 
there are no suffragists in that state, 

I have before me a letter from Mrs. 
Lila Meade Valentine, of Richmond, 
Va. who is president of the Equal 
Suffrage League of Virginia. e iS 

One of the largest delegations to the 
annual convention of the National 
American Woman Suffrage association 
held in Philadelphia in November, 
1912, was from Virginia. A finer 
body of women I have never seen, and 
they are not living in the past, but 
are looking eagerly into the future 
for something better to work for. By 
organized effort they are striving to 
safe-guard and advance the legal, in- 
dustrial and educational rights and 
interests of women on equal terms 
with men. 

Virginia is one of many states in 
which mothers are not equal guar- 
dians with the fathers of their own 
children, the father being, in the; eyes 
of the law, the next of Kin tod the 
child and its legal owner, with pow- 
er, by his last will and testament, 
to appoint a guardian for the child 
other than the mother. 

This old law must gO says the up- 
to-date Virginia suffragists, and also 
they demand equal pay for men and 
women allke—equal pay for equal 
work. These. suffragists also dao- 
mand an 8-hour working day and a 
living wage, and the abolition of child 
labor. They also advocate a single 
standard of morals for men and wom- 
en and urge the fathers and mothers 
to train their sons as well as their 
dayghters to regard purity of Hfe.

Grewsome Exhibit Made in the 
House by Congressman Smith 
in Opposing Money Bill. 


Washington, September 13—A woad- 
en tombstone, 7 feet tall and 4 feet 
equare, was placed on the floor of the 
house today to iljustrate aa argument 
by Representative Smith, of Minne- 
sota, that the administration currency 
bill would put the industry, labor, ag- 
rieulture and commerce of the United 
States under the contro) of four men 
appointed by the party tn power. 

On the base of the monument were 
painted seven circles, representing the 
seven: members of the federal reserve 
board proposed by the bill. Of these 
four, according to Mr. Smith—the sec- 
retary of agriculture, secretary of the 
treasury and the comptroller of the 
eurrency, with a fourth member select- 
ed by them, would control the board. 
They would change, he said, with each 


.administration, and make the board a 


partisan political institution. 
Thinks Powers Toe Great. 

On the shaft of the monument were 
painted sixty-nine different functione 
described by Mr. Smith as the powers 
of the federal reserve board. 

While {indorsing the principles of 
the bill, Mr. Smith opposed the plac- 
ing of such large powers in the hands 
of the board. 

“What I contend for is the substitu- 
tlon of non-partisan, non-political 
control for control by banks,” said he 
“The great political power which 
President Jackson saw in the First 
and Second National banks of his day 
was the power of mere pygmies when 
compared to the gigantic power im- 
posed upon federa] reserve board and 
which by the proposed bill is made 
the prize of each national election. 

“If a metnod or means can be evoly- 
ed by which the government can 
maintain control and regulation of the 
banking and currency system and at 
the same time prevent it from becom- 
ing a tool and instrument of political 
pressure and party expediency, It 
would be a decided improvement over 
the measure now before*the houge.” 

A general attack on the method of 
putting the bill through the house was 
made by Representative Calloway, of 
Texas, democrat, who protested vigor- 
ously ac inst “following Wilson and 
Bryan blindly.” 

The house tonight wound up four 
days of gener:.| debate on the admin- 
istration currency bill. Republicans 
and progressives criticised the measure 
on various points, and democrats 
lauded it as the means of evolving a 
safe, solid financial systerr, 


Points of Attact. 


Altogether some three score mem- 
bers talked on the biH. The repub- 
licans devoted themselves to attacking 
four principal points regarding the 
measure. First, they condemned the 
secret committee meetings and the se- 
cret democratic caucus, which handled 
the bill. Progressives also found this 
an inspiring theme. 

Second, the scheme of making the 
banks of the country subscribe capital 
and deposits for the conduct of the 
proposed federal reserve banks was 
condemned. 

Third, the broad powers given the 
federal reserve board were deplored, 
and it was charged that the board 
would become a political asset. 


Fourth, the fact that the proposed 
new- currency is to Le in the nature 
of a government obligation, although 


issued by the banks, was accepted a8 
making possible a demand on the -gold 
reserve in the treasury, SUch a8 char- 
acterized the Cleveland administra- 
tion. 

Several democrats joined the minor- 
ity in tneir attacks on the method un- 
der which the bill was framed, but 
all announced they would accept the 
judgment of the party and vote for 
the bill. 

The measure will be taken up in 
detail for amendment Monday, and it 
is expected the detailed discussion will 
be extensive. But under the caucus 
action of the democrats the possibility 
of any change being written into the 
measure in the house is remote. Chair- 
man Glass, of the banking and cur- 
rency committee, who opened the de- 
bate, made the closing speech tonight.

THE JEW AS A GIVER. 

The Jewish Charities of Chicago, ac- 
cording to The Tribune, of that city, will 
show this year a total income from con- 
tributions of $450,000, To that must be 
added $100,000 coming from other Jewish 
sources—a total of $550,000. As against 
this showing, the United Charities of Chi- 
cago, in which Christians are assumed to 
predominate, register only $505,000. This 
is not forgetting that, at the maximum, 
there are only about 200,000 Jews in Chi- 
cago, and of these about 75 per cent Rus- 
sian Jews who recently came to this coun- 
try poverty-stricken and even now with 
incomes of only relative Importance, Yet 
they al] give and give liberally in propor- 
tion. Even the comparatively small total 
of the United Charities is swollen by Jew- 
ish contributions. 

Anyone who understands Jewish charac- 
ter and the Jewish history recognizes that 
‘generosity, open-handed and unstinting, pity 
for the unfortunate, the desire to extend 
a helping hand, is imbedded deeply in the 
race; it is, in fact, a racial inheritance.

Mr. Edmonds estimates that eight billion | 


dollars must be spent in the next five years 
to place the railroads abreast of incessantly- 
growing. traffic demands and to enable them 
to purchase the equipment which the ad- 
vanced thought and standards of ourday do 
mand, A great part of these needs originate, 
he shows, inthe south. He holds that the ex- 
pansion of the section will be materially re 
tarded unless our railways are quickly en- 
abled to prepare themselves for current de- 
mands. Pointing to the difficulty experi- 
enced by the railroads in financing their 
needs, Editor Edmonds says: 

It ts a very serious question which 
the country and railroads are facing. 
Government ownership of the rail- 
roads in this country would, I think 
from many points of view, be a na- 
tional disaster, but unless the people 
and the railroad owners can find some 
way to get together on a basis which 
will enable the latter to raise the 
billions of dollars needed for expan- 
sion, then we shall have to face the 
question of government ownership or 
of government guarantee of bonds, 
either of which would likely lead us 
into endless trouble. There is no use 
shutting our eyes to these facts. We 
might as well face the situation and 
try to find a way out The south can 
do itself and the country indefinite 


good if it can lead in finding a solution 
of the problem. 


There is no doubt that the raflroads have 
trouble in placing their securities. Some of 
it can be attributed to the general timidity 
of capital, but the larger part comes from 
the uncertainty of the investor regarding the 
eventual attitude of the government. He 
sees the trend. The jurisdiction of the 
government is being steadily extended. Now 
we are preparing to undertake a physical 
valuation of the roads with a view to whole 
sale readjustment. The states meanwhile 
are busy, political demagogy is not yet dead, 
and no one knows what to expect. 

The Constitution does not believe tha 
country to be ready at present for govern- 


‘ment ownership. It is not so long ago, com- 


paratively, since that suggestion from Bryan 
got him into considerable hot water. But 
certainly we are in a shifting era. And cer- 
tainly the railroads are an indispensable 
part of our prosperity and expansion. Too 
rigid a policy toward them will react upon 
the country generally, The problem is not 
one for the sand-lot orator, but for genuine 
and constructive statesmanship. 


THE BIGGEST ASSET. 

The biggest asset of the nation is human 
life. Not sickly, debilitated human life, but 
men, women and children buoyant with 
efficlency and well-being. Just how this 
great quantity in our national scheme is 
being and has been ignored was pointed 
out by two speakers at a recent conference 
of the American Health Conference at Colo 
rado Springs. Dr. Carl Alsberg, the suc 
cessor of the lamented “Old Doc Wiley,” 
described how conflict between state and 
federal jurisdiction,. and neglect by the 
states, jeopardized human welfare. Dr. 
Rudolph Hering, well known in Atlanta, 
said that the lack of a national health de 
partment and cabinet officer cost this coun- 
try countless lives annually, and that the 
day was not far distant when America 
would wake up to the fact. 

Both speakers were correct. The states 
are still jealous of their rights in the matter 
of health conservation, save when some de- 
vastating plague, like yellow fever or the 
bubonic plague, makes its appearance. Then 
they are ready enough to go scurrying to 
the cover of the federal government. There 
is no uniformity among the states in the 
enactment and enforcement of health legis- 
lation. Just how stingy states can be in 
protecting their human assets {s shown in 
the case of Georgia. And Georgia, while 
exaggerated, is still fairly typical. 

We should also have a national health 
department, independent and plentifully sup 
plied with money. Of what use to lavish 
millions on public buildings, on defenses, on 
pork and on other projects, when we make 
a farce of the whole thing by spending fign- 
rative hundreds on the health of the people 
who are to enjoy these blessings, and whom 
we are going to protect from the enemy 
from without? 

There should be closer comity between 
states and between the states and the fed- 
eral government in the matter of enforcing 
health regulations and preventives. 

The family is first to assume paramount 
power where its health is concerned. The 
city follows next. In logical succession 
should come the state and the nation. Until 
there is a close understanding between and 
liberal expenditure from the states in be- 
half of health civilization in this country 
will be particeps criminis to a needlessly 
high death rate.

REAL SOCIETY AND 
By Sam W. Small. 


The article on “The 
Vices. of Society,” dy 
Asma ‘Dooly in.a recent 
wey issue of The 

mstitution, was both 
impressive and  in- 
structive. She very 
fastly denounced: some 
lines of criticism that 
are too freely leveled 
at Society leaders by 
persons who are unib- 
tormed of the persons 
and practices they con- 
demn. 

“Society” as gener- 
ally s en of is the 
chameleon of civiliza- 
tion. . From the purely 
practical point of view, 
of course, it appears 
sentimental, supenflu- 
ous and sinister in Its 
movements. The great 
mass of the people have.no part or place in 
Society, because Society is an artificial or- 
ganism, its genius is that of art, and the 
masses are not artists. Society is not form- 
ed after the fashion of a commercial cor- 
poration; it is not functioned along the laws 
of trade; it cannot be conformed to the 
Shorter Catechism or a Methodist discipline. 

Because, therefore, Society cannot and 
will not be constrained within the straight 
Jackets of pluperfect professors and profes- 
sional prides it necessarily must | bear 
“odium theologicum” and the ‘offense to the 
unco guid that a jury would pronounce 
“damnum absque injurlal” 

Now, I have seen a lot of Society—in the 
big hotels, at pepular resorts, in official cir- 
cles,-in the homes and salons of the se- 
lectest people in the land. My profession 
gives me such opportunities. And my can- 
did judgment is that Soclety—using always 
the capital S—must be treated, when dealt 
with honestly, just as we treat all other 
great institutions of civilization. 

We have demagogues and grafters in pol- 
itics—yet politica is not to be classified as 
a black art or a criminal profession because 
of its demagogues and corruptionists. Bank- 
ing has its looters’ and embezzlers, as our 
federal prison. hard by, can testify—but we 
do not account banking as a system of 
licensed thievery because of its malefactors. 
Religion has its hypocrites and black sheep, 
but who would prohtbit religious organiza- 
tions because of thelr maskers and mis- 
creants? 

Likewise, Society has its bad actors, as 
Stanford White, Harry Thaw, Diggs and 
Caminetti, and numerous dittoes, but what 
of the thousands upon thousands of clean, 
honorable and self-respecting people who 
make up the real, substantial and influential 
Soctlety of the nation? Shall we always judge 
the substance by the scum? ’ 

It is a false and foolish philosophy. and 
a punky and pusillanimous religion that 
needs must rail at Society en masse because 
of the eceentricitles or excesses of a few of 
its {ll-balanced or reckless satellites. 

Just as fairly might one condemn all re- 
ligion because of tts “holy rollers” as to 
denounce all Society because of its “high 
rollers.” 

Doubtless most of us have seen social 
stunts that we could wish were differently 
Practiced We have seen some  extrava- 
gances of conduct that we would thave or- 
dered otherwise. Yet most of those excres- 
cences were morally harmless, attributable 
mote to immaturity of intellect and judg- 
ment than to immorality and viciousness. 

Soclety—the general run of it in this 
country—is reputable. If It were not 6&0, 
flagrant offenses by any of its number would 
not be so widely signalled as ill-befitting 
and reprehensible. 

Let us be sane about Society. Let us be 
fair to its people. If they have the lawful 
means whereby to indulge in the luxuries 
of life, to feed well and sumptuously, to 
travel de luxe, to buy rich raiment and rare 
jewels, to lavish gold of music, the arts and 
sciences, to build palatial residences and be 
served by retinues of high-priced servants, 
who has any commission to say them nay? 

As for me, I think it far better that thesa 
people who constitute Society should enjoy 
their wealth and desires in these public and 
lawful fashions, distributing either their 
surplus or their substance to the bullders, 
the artisans, the sculptors, painters and mu- 
siclans, the actors, bakers, confectioners, 
florists, waiters and whatever other shop- 
Keepers cater to them, than te hoard all 
their money In useless heaps, or handle it 
only after the manner of the loan shark 
when dealing with the poor. 

Society in America travels always on the 
quicksands. Notoriously, except in the case 
of the Astors who cling to the earth, “it is 
only three generations from shirt sleeves to 
shirt sleeves” with American families. So 
why should any of us poor devils rail at So- 
ciety? Let it go the route, so long as it does 
not trample upon the laws. No matter how 
high it flies, like the nigger’s crow, it will 
have to come to the ground later on to get 
{ts feed!

‘There are two grounds of difference with 

Mr. Bok. The questions his dogmatism ~~ 
raises are, first, as to the extent of the so- 
called “indecent styles;" second, as. to their.

The “styles” he has in mind, evidently  ~ 
are the “slit” skirt and the diaphanous gown. 

The extreme forms are comparatively rare, 
‘considering the total population, and eom- é 
mon sense teaches that they will not ‘in- E 
crease any more than extreme forms of pre-. 
ceding styles did. Reading Mr. Bok leads. = 
one to infer that he fears the imminent adop- , 
tion of nudity. 

But Mr. Bok's position ts challenged on 
other and more important grounds. For.ex- 
ample, in-an article on “Modesty in Wom! 
en's Clothes,” in Mr. Hapgood's Harper's i 
Weekly of August 80, Francis R. McCabe” 
welcomes the tendency to wear as scanty 
clothing as possible. 

Mr. McCabe begins by attacking the as- 
sumption that the exposure of the body Is 
ipso facto immodest, its concealment modest. 
He cites the different standards of modesty 
in different countries, instaneing the custom 
of the Mohammedan woman of concealing 
her face in the presence of men, Havelock 
Ellis in “Studies in the Psychology of Sex" 
declares that “there ought to be no question ‘ 
regarding the fact that it is the adorned, be 
the partially concealed body, and not the x 
absolutely naked body, which acts as a sex- 
ual excitant,” and various authorities are 
quoted. As nakedness is not practicable, how- © 
ever, this leaves us at the mercy of Mr. Bok, 
who would maintain that partial revealment 
is exactly the evil he protests in present 
styles. | z 

The reply to this 1s, of course, that the s 
actual effect of concealment or revealment 
depends upon custom. Changes produce ef- 
fect, because of their novelty, and as the 
novelty fades the effect will fade. The 
classic case of the London bisman need 
hardly be cited to prove this. If it were true 
that the sight of the body ts in itself !m- 
moral, then the swaddling of women ‘would 
be necessary to morality, But if custom is 
the chief factor. it is hardly intelligent to 
obstruct a tendency which is essentially 
wholesome because of temporary effects. 

Is the tendency wholesome? Mr. McCabe 
says: “The sentiment which tends to pre- 
vent women from allowing men to see them 
in a state of nudity, or in clothes that show 
the lines of their forms, causes women to 
wear clothing which is uncomfortable, in- 
convenient, embarrassing to their movements.

Public Rapidly Realizing Value 
Of Parent-Teacher Associations 


Now that school has begun and the 
children are away from home, the 
most practical way in which the moth- 
er’s heart can follow them is through 
the interest and work of the Parent- 
Teacher Neighborhood clubs. While 
the work of these clubs !s compara- 
tively new in the state, Athens and 
Columbus having organized first six 
years ago, the public {s coming rap- 
Idly to realize the power for good of 
these associations of parent and teach- 
er. 

Prominent educators in al] Ines of 
educational work are unanimous in 
their endorsement of these organiza- 
tlons, and strong In the faith In their 
potential power. 

In our own state our recognized 
leaders in educationa) matters, State 
Superintendent M. L. Brittian, Super- 
intendent William Slaton, of Atlanta; 
Lawton B. Evans, of Augusta; R. B. 
Daniel, of Columbus; C. H. Bruce, Ma- 
con; N. H. Ballard, Brunswick; G. C, 
Bond, Athens. J. A. Duncan, Thomas- 
ville, and others, have given their 
hearty co-operation and support to 
this movement. 

The Atlanta work of these associa- 
tions is young, the first clubs having 
been formed two years ago, but they 
have met enthusiastic response from 
both parent andteacher. The work has 
been practical and they have taken 
shold of problems in thelr various dis- 
tricts that demanded attention, and in 
many instances solved these questions 
with noteworthy success. 

One school association assumed the 
responsibility of providing school 
books for the children who were not 
able to buy them; another club con- 
verted its unsightly grounds into an 
attractive flower garden by so inter- 
esting the children of that school that 
they carried buckets of dirt, enough 
to level the yard. This school, stim- 
ulated by its principal, won the fifty- 
dollar prize offered by one of the mem- 
pers of board of education, Mr. Walter 
Rich, for the most attractive school 

~ garden. 
Firat Moving Pictnre. 

This same school has Installed a 
moving picture machine and as far as 
we know this is the first school in 
the state to take thts step. 

Several school clubs have worked 
for their own school libraries and 
through the ¢6-operation of the Carne- 
gie library assures suecess to each 
club of its efforts. The library will 
furnish to each of the schools a col- 


lection of books fer both parents and 
children. 

Bach olub has had lectures from 
Prominent physicians on subjects of 
health and hygiene, the attendance 
upon these lectures attested the inter- 
est of the mothers in these matters 
and their readiness to take advantage 
of such opportunities offered. The 
number present at these lectures rang- 
ed from 80 to 160, 

We have given what has actually 
been accomplished by these clubs in 
Atlanta with the entire co-operation of 
our superintendent and the princi- 
Pals where these clubs are organized. 

While each club is an individual one 
and is worktng for the needs of its 
particular neighborhood the object ts 
the same in every instance that is to 
Promote the welfare of the child, to 
increase the understanding and sym- 
pathy of those having the responsi- 
bility of ehildren and by co-operating 
to make effectual all effort toward 
educational, eivic, socia,l hygienic and 
moral betterment in the neighborhood. 

The program for the coming year 
has not been completed but with the 
one purpose in view each club will 
consider its own problems and lend 
what inspiration it can to uthers

Orne eres this baby-saving fund 
created was manifested in contribu- 
tions received for this purpose, nu- 
merous returns from mens clubs, 
printers’ union and individuals in a 
gratifying manner, and made possible 
the ultimate success of the undertak- 
ing. The first list sent in was ten, 
and names were soon added to this un- 
til this orgamization was caring for 
afty babies, possibly saving the lives 
of many of the 50 cases cared for dur- 
ing this hot summer. The milk sup- 
plied for these babies was recom- 
mended by the city pacteriologist, Dr.

necessity for pure milk for all chil- 
aren, and the work begun by the milk 
committee of the chamber of com- 
merea should be commended and ear- 
nestly taken up by every city and town 
of ‘the state. The state department of 
agriculture is doing all in Its power 
to solve the miJk question, and every 
club or individual has the privilege 
of literature from this office. 

“Sanitary Ice Cream.” an article in 
Literary Digest of Geptember 6, Is 
well worth reading. It says in part: 

“tt has generally been regarded a3 
a fact that the low temperature main- 
tained during the storage of ice cream 
suffices to. destroy the bacteria. The 
investigation by Stiles in Washington 
and Pennington, in Philadelphia, has 
shown the bacterial content is not gen- 
erally decreased by storage. 

& “General investigations of the bac- 


teriological contents of ice creams in 
Philadelphia, Boston, New York and 
Washington have demonstrated that 
the {ce creams commonly contain from 
two millions to five millione bacteria 
per oubic centimeter. 

“In the interest of public health: 

“. It Is mecessary to safesuard the 
production, handling and storage of 
ice cream. 

"9. ‘To demand clean, sanitary, well- 
ventilated kitchens or establishments 
in which ice cream is made. 

“3. To provide for sanitary oversight 
of the ice cream Industry. 

“4, To establish chemical and bac- 
teriological standards for ice creams. 

“3. To secure the honest labeling of 
frozen products."

Washington, September 13,— 
Clal.)}—The civi) Service system, called 
the merit system, when invoked to re- 
tain persons in office whether or not 
they were originally appointed through 
Merit, is fine in theory, but for the 
Past sixteen yéars has been used to 
/PUt republicans in office and keep 
democrats out. 

Now that there is a change in gov- 
ernment, the argument is made that 
these incumbents should be retained. I 
have looked into this question some- 
what and have talked to members of 
congress, heads of executive depart- 
ments and officeholders as to the pros- 
pect of getting places for good demo- 
crats.

Patrick Kenney, who died in Savan- | 
mah Sunday afternoon at the age of 
107, -went a long way toward. dia- 
covering the secret of eternal youth. 

Up to the very day of his death he 
Was as active and alert as a man 60 
years his junior. He always said he 
‘wouian't die of old.age. And he didn't. 
For yeara he had been a sufferer from 
Kidney trouble, and this malady, in 
acute form, caused his death. He was 
stricken suddenly and died before any- 
thing could be done for him. 

There are records to show beyond 
a shade of doubt that Mr. Kenney was 
really 107 years old His son has 
exhibited these records to a number 
of people who had doubts that he was 
this old. Mr. Kenney never boasted of 
his age. He said he never regarded 
it a& anything to be pxoud of. So far 
as he knew he never did anything no- 
ble or good to be blessed with such 
‘longevity, and therefore felt no pride 
In telling {t. 

At the time of his death Mr. Ken- 
new was visiting his son, J. J. Kenney, 
who lives at No. 720 Habersham street. 
His wife. who is 98 years old, and 
six children survive. Mrs. Kenney 
is active and vigurous for one of her 
advanced years, and visits her chil- 
dren in Savannah often. 

“How have you lived to be so old?” 
Mr. Kenney was asked a few days be- 
fore he died. 

“Well, I never Bad much to do with 
It, I guess,” he answered. “Jt was 
mostly luck, I have never given any 
thought to dying. I wanted to live 
as long as I could, but T never prayed 
to live long. I have always had enough 
to worry me without thinking about 
dying. I have enjoyed every day I've 
Nved and I Intend to enjoy every one 
that’s left to me.”

The public works committee of the 
Fulton county board of commissfon- 
ers on Saturday morning notified Cap- 
tain R. M. Clayton, chief of the deity 
construction department, that unless 
the city is able to furnish the mate- 
rial more promptly for the sewer work 
which thecounty is doing for the city, 
the county will be compelled to take 
its convict force off this work and 
put them where they can be kept busy 
and their efforts can result In a great- 
er degree of progress. 

Captain Donaldson, who has charge 
of the county's construction work, 
informed the public works committee 
on Saturday that the county’s machin- 
ery on the Highland avenue sewer 
job had stood idle from Monday to 
Saturday of last week and that the 
convict forte had to be shifted to other 
work because of a lack of material, 

Searcity of Rock. 

“Tt requires two carloads of rock 
pay day to keep the force on the High- 
land avenue sewer busy,” said Captain 
Donaldson. 

Although this amount of material 
had been ordered from the city in 
advance, he said, during the entire 
week the county force was able to ob- 
tain from the city but two carloads 
of material. 

These two carloads of material ar- 
rived last Sundey. On Monday the 
county force disposed of this material, 
and were unable to obtain more until 
Saturday morning. 

“We are willing to do this work for 
the city,” said Chairman Shelby Smith, 
“but we have other urgent work be- 
fore us also, and we simply. cannot 
afford to waste our time because of 
dallying on the part of the city. 

“This is one of the largest sewers in 
the city and serves perhaps more peo- 
ple than any other sewer. It is there- 
fore extremely important that this 
work be finished as soon as possible, 
but as it is our hands : ; tled, and 
we are not only unable to do anything 
but are hampered in effective work 
at anything else by these bothersome 
delays.” 

Short of Matertal. 

Captain Donaldson stated that he had 
informed the city that he was short 
of material when Sunday's supply ran 
out, and that he was Informed that an 
order for more had been given, since 
when he had heard nothing as to when 
he might expect more material or 
whether he might expect more mate- 
rial

Political Storms of Nearly Half a Century Have Swept 
the Capitol During Tenure of Office of Colonel 


Z. D. Harrison, Clerk of the Supreme Court. 


If the average man in the street 
were told that there was an official 
in the state capitol who had served 
his state for nearly a half century, 
he would probably scout the idea. 

But the average man would be wrong 

for there is a man who has day in 
and day out gone to his office in the 
Various capitol buildings of Georgia 
since the days of reconstruction—a 
man who was reared in the shadow of 
the old capitol at Milledgeville, his fa- 
ther having been secretary of state 
for many years, who came to Atlan- 
ta when the capitol was moved and 
has been in official position ever 
since. That was in 1868, just forty- 
Give years ago! 
- The man In question is Colonel Z. 
D. Harrison, clerk of the supreme 
court of Georgia Faithful and dili- 
gent to the duties of his office, Colo- 
nel Harrison has gone calmly and se- 
renely on his way, unshaken in his 
ealm dignity by the political storms 
which have swirled around the cap- 
{tol during the long years of his ten- 
ure in office. 

There ig probably not a man in 
Georgia who shuns publicity like Colo- 
nel Harrison, It Is a hard matter to 
gZet him to talk, but when he doas 
talk, he can tell some of the most in- 
teresting stories of any man now liv- 
Ing in Georgia. 

Interesting Reminiscences. 

In his experience Colonel Harrison 
has probably known more prominent 
e@ttorneys and judges intimately than 
any other man in the state. His rem- 
inlseences which he has often been 
urged to write and which he has 
promised to do some time, would form 
a history of the bench and bar of this 
etate since the civil war. 

Colonel Harrison was asked to give 
for The Constitution a brief outline 
of his experience in office. After 
considerablé hesitation. which Is nat- 
ural to a man of his modesty, he said: 

Colonel Harrison's Story. 

“You have persuaded me, much 
against my will, to narrate for publi- 
cation some of my experiences and ob- 
servations during my long service as 
clerk of the supreme court. In yield- 
ing to your request, I must ask that 
you be content with what TI can re- 
call without opportunity for previous 
reflection. 

“Probably the narrative should he- 
gin with the incidents which seem to 
have led up to my appointment as 
clerk of the supreme court. A mes- 
senger of the executive department, 
hy appointment of Governor Charles 
J. Jenkins. | came to Atlanta in 1868, 
with direction to report to him daily 
the proceedings, and, as far as as- 


—_—_————_—_——_ 


certainable, the purposes of the re- 
construction convention of 1868. That 
convention was made up mostly of 
negroes, of a good many white men 
then called ‘carpet-baggers,’ and a few 
white hative Georgians. 

“The reports I made to Governor 
Jenkins prevented a surprise to him. 
He was ready for General Ruger, who 
was ordered to Milledgeville to evict 
him from office, Governor Jenkins 
refused to vacate his office as £OV- 
ernor on the demand of General Rug- 
er until the general had exhibited his 
authority to evict him, and also a mil- 
itary force sufficient to enforce his 
demand. 

What Governor Jenkins Did. 

“It ig noteworthy that Governor 
Jenkins was a member of the conven- 
tion of 1865, and that as chairman of 
the committee of sixteen he reported 
to the convention all the business I{t 
considered; that he was the only gov- 
ernor of Georgia under the constitu- 
tion of 1865, which was superseded 
by the constitution of 1868, and which 
in turn was superseded by the consti- 
tution of 1877, and that he was the 
president of the convention of 1877. 
The leading part which he played in 
those days, so full of distress and 
anxiety to the people of Georgia, Is 
thus made apparent. It is traditional 
in Georgia that Governor Jenkins’ in- 
fluence by the force of his masterful 
mind and superb character was con-! 
trolling In the convention of 1865. 

“The destruction of the state g0Ov- 
ernment, created by the people of Geor- 
gia in 1865, seemed for ea time to par- 
alyze them. They stood expectant 
and afraid. 

“I lingered for a time in Atlanta 
after the adjournment of the conven- 
tion, to publish a pamphlet contain- 
ing the constitution, which had been 
adopted by the convention, and to get 
as far as possible some perspective of 
future conditions. The pamphlet which 
I published contained the constitution 
and a Hst of all the members of the 
convention, showing where they came 
from, how long they had been in Geor- 
gia and whether white men or negroes. 
That pamphlet was freely used by the 
Hon. B. H. Hill, General Robert Toombs 
and other leading men in Georgia, who 
made a great fight against the ratifi- 
cation of the constitution. 

“The constitution was ratified atthe 
election held April 20, 21, 22 and 23, 
1868. I returned to Atlanta in Decem- 
ber, 1868, to join a party of young men 
scon to leave Atlanta and to locate 
in California where we hoped to find 
better opportunities for careers than 
ceuld be expected in Georgte, 

How He Came in Office. 


"Soon after arriving in Atlanta I

met olonel B. B. DeGraffenreid, who 
informed me that he hed been ap- 
pointed secretary of the executive de- 
partment by the governor-elect, and 
that he would also be appointed that 
day,to wit, December 12,1868, as clerk 
of the supreme court upon its organi- 
zation.

The 
only light in the room was a candle 
stuck in a beer bottle. 

“The body Was lying on an old bed, 
and was doubled up until the knees 
almost totiched the chin.

shape, so I undertook to straighten it 
out. It had already grown stiff.

“With the assistance of an officer 
who was there, I turned it over on Its 
back and bore down on the knees. I 
found that the knees straightened out 
quite readily, but something hap- 
pened then that I had not figured on. | 
The hip joints remained stiff and my 
pressure on the knees made the body 
rise up in a sitting posture, so that 
when I turned around that dead man 
—with his eyes bulging out—was sit- | 
ting up staring me in the face. Be- | 
lieve me, I wanted to run that time!” |

a man who gave up the business of 
decorating live people for that of dec- 
orating dead ones. 

“The primary reason, though,” says 
Mr. Brandon, “why I went into the 
undertaking business 
health. I was-out of bread and meat, 
which, I am told on good authority, is 
an extremely unhealthful condition. 

“I was working in a jewelry store 
in Dalton for half the profits. At the 
end of the year the man for whom I 
Was working owed me some $600 or 80 
and was unable to make a settlement. 
I saw that wouldn't do and I'd have to 
get another job. 

‘It so happened that the jewelry 
establishment was in part of a furni- 
ture store, so I went to the proprietor 
of the furniture store and asked him 
for work, which he gave me.

“And again it so happened that the 
stock and trade of the furniture store 
was in part coffins and the undertak- ' 
ing business. It sort of fell to me to 
look out for the undertaking end, and 
in that way I learned the business. 

“In 1893, I believe it was, I came to 
Atlanta and bought ont Captain Dave 
Wiley, of the firm of Wiley & Bran- 
don, There weren't but three under- 
takers In the town then. 

“I remember when I went into busi- 
ness here I bought the finest hearse 
in town, a black concern it was, 
with five urns on top of it. The mem- 
ory of it seems rather quaint now, 
when I look at that-new automobile 
hearse I bought the other day! 

"Exciting? 

“Oh, yes, at times. I had the ex- 
perience once of being called upon to 
embalm a live man. Of course, it 
would not do to mention names, but 
one day I had a call to take charge 
of a body that wasn’t as dead as it 
looked. 

“When | arrived at the house J was 
shown into the room where the body 
lay. To all appearances the man 
was dead, and I did not pay any par- 
ticular attention to him. I had just 
started to move him when he opened 
his eyes. It was rather weird and 
; funny, too, of course, but hié relatives 
were so overjoyed to find him still 
/ alive that no one thought of that side 
‘of it at the time. 

“They have told the tale on me 
that he laughed at me when he come 
to, but he didn’t.”

That night the confederate rear 
guard was withdrawn to the entrench- 
ments, along the river bank, and the 
next morning General Sherman estab- 
lished his line along the ridges in 
their front from Sweetwater to Ros- 
well, 

July 9 &@ general move across the 
river was made, by the union army, 
by pontoon bridges at Power's and 
Pace's ferries, and on the 18th estab- 
lished a lime from Peachtree creek 
to the railroad between Stone Moun- 
tain and Decatur, It was on this day, 
July 18, that General Sherman was 
told that General Johnson had been 
succeeded by General Hood. 

Mounting his horse and starting 
toward his headquarters, Sherman 
remarked to an aide: “That means 

On the 20th was when the battle of 
Peachtree creek was fought. Hooker's 
corps, with other portions of the army, 
crossed Peachtree creek and were 
resting at noon, when suddenly a 
sharp attack was made upon them. 
The “Johnny Rebs” poured into the 
federal trenches _like-a school of 
salmon over the falls on the Columbia 
river, as one man remarked. 

For more than two hours a hand 
to hand conflict ensued, pistols, bayn- 
nets and gun-stocks being use’ to 
deadly advantage... Both sides lost 
heavily, but finally the confederates 


retired within their trenches, leaving 
their dead and many wounded upon 
the field. 

On the 22d, while General Sherman 
was conferring with General McPher- 
son, at the old Howard house, sharp 
firing was heard on their left. General 
McPhersor started with his staff to 
find out what was the cause. 

Riding through the underbrush, at 
a point where no troops of either s‘de 
were expected, thay encountered a 
picket of confederaies. They were or- 
dered to surrender. McPherson’s staff 
wheeled cud galloped away. General 
McPherson, who was some distance 
in frout of his. staff, was shot by one 
of the pickets, located in a clump of 
bushes, 50 yards away. 


McPherson Falls, 
Shot Through Heart. 


His horse reared back and General 
McPherson fell to the ground, with 
the bullet near his heart, dying almost 
instantly. The spot is marked today 
by a granite shaft on a marbel ped- 
estal, surmounted by a cannon. 

Upon the death of McPherson, Gen- 
eral Logan succeeded to the command 
of tse army of Tennessee, and the 
famous battle of Atlanta raged with 
varying fortunes. Durlox the nigh: 
tue confederate army retired inside 
the inner Atlanta fortifications, leav- 
ing Sherman’s army master of the 
fiolt of the previous day's battle.

'Mangled Body of Congress- 
man Sullivan Unidentified 


for Thirteen Days—Killed 
by Train. 


’ 


New York, September 13.—"Big 
Tim” Sullivan, the New York poll- 
tician, who rose from Newsboy to 
congressman, is dead. 

His mangled body was identified 
today by his step-brother, Larry Mul- 
ligan, after it had laid for thirteen 
days in a local morgue. 

Sullivan, who was ill, eluded his 
nurses in the early morning of Au- 
gust 31, and a few hours after was 


struck and killed by a train at Pel- 
ham Parkway. 

With no identification marks, the 
body lay in Fordham morgue for 
thirteen days, awalting identification. 
This morning it was sent to Bellevue 
morgue. There was stationed Peter 
Purfield, a policeman who had known 
“Big Tim” berore the dongressman's 
mind became clouded. Bomething 
about the expression of the features 
stirred Purfiela’s memory and he re- 
marked to a reporter: 


“That looks a little bit like Big 
Tim.’” 


“It’s Big Tim” 


Peering long at the mutilated and 
Giscolored face, the reporter thought 
80, too. The telephone brought “Big 
Tim's” east side friends to the morgue, 
but none recognized in the changed 
features the man they had known in 
his prime. Larry Mulligan, Sullivan's 
step-brother, was summoned. He 
looked at the face once and turned 
away. 

“It's ‘Big Tim,'’” he sald. 

Sullivan’s body was on !ts way to 
Potter's field when the chance obser- 
vation led to its identification. The 
transfer from Fordham to Bellevue 
- Morgue is the usual] preliminary to in- 
terring the city’s paupers and un- 
identified dead in the public buryiog 
ground. 

“Big Tim” met his death two hours 
after he had wandered from the home 
of his brother, Patrick, at Williams- 
Dridge. The neighborhood is sparsely 
Settled there and Sullivan had only a 
dollar in his pocket. He struck out 
in the darkness across the fields for 
the railroad, apparently with the 
thought that he would take a train 
for New York and revisit his former 
east side cronies, 

Pelham Parkway 
far away. It ts possible that Sullivan 
saw ‘ts Hghts and made it his iIm- 
mediate destination. In any event, 
his body was found at 4 o'clock In 
the morning near the tracks fand 
taken to the Fordham morgue. 


Mind Clouded for Months. 


For many months “Big Tim's” mind 
had been clouded. Elected to congress 
last fall, he never took his seat, be- 
cause of this trouble. A commission 
Was appointed to administer his af- 
fairs and guard him. 

Last May Patrick took him to 
Europe, hoping that the ocean voyage 
and a continental trip would restore 
him to health. When he came back, 
however, his friends saw little im- 
provement in him. He was taken to 
the Williamsbridge home of his 
brother, and three male nurses were 
employed to guard him. Once he 
eluded them and went back to 
east side. He remained there a few 
hours, tili his nurses were notified 
and he was again under surveillance. 

On the night he disappeared he sat 
up til} 2 o'clock playing pinochle. Two 
of the nurses went to bed at mid- 
night, leaving the third to continue 
the, game. The third nurse became 
drowsy; “Blg Tim" did not. When the 
nurse finally slumbered "Big Tim" 
crept out of the house to his death. 

Timothy D. Sullivan—"Big Tim’— 
was one of the best beloved of the 
Tammany leaders, whose power came 
from popularity in the swarming 
tenement districts that have voted 
many a Tammany candidate into 
office. His stronghold was the Bow- 
ery. There every winter he. dis- 
tributed shoes and clothing to thou- 
sands of human derelicts. 

“Big Tim" was a Bowery product. 
He was born in a Leonard street tene- 
ment in 1863 and all his life he re- 
sided in Manhattan's downtown sec- 
tlon. He was one of four children left 
fatherless. When he was ll-years old 
he was selling papers on the streets. 
A year later he was working In a 
newspaper press room.

Became Political Power. 


Sulivan was a political power in a 
small way before he was of age. At 
23 he was elected to the state as- 
sembly. There he served for eight 
years. 
where he egerved four two-year terms 
and part of a fifth. Congress was the 
Next goal he reached, “Big Tim" did 
not find Washington ascongenial as 
Albany and after a few years in pri- 
vate life he was re-elected to the 
state senate, Against his will, it was 
said, he ran again for congress last 
fall. 


“Big Tim's’ wealth was acquired 
from many sources—chiefly saloon 
Tacing and theatrical interests in 
which his association eagerly was 
sought. Once his fortune was est}- 
mated at more than two million dol- 


lars, but his satelites and pensioners 
constantly increased and jin late years 
his ventures were less successful. 
Worry was ‘the last ailment his 
friends could associate with Sullivan's 


sunny disposition, but it was worry. 
they agreed today, that finally broke | 
dewn his keen mind und probably 
brought him to his death. The death 
of his cousin, Alderman “Little Tin’ 
Sullivan, was the first blow. The 


treachery of one of his trusted friends 
cost him, it was said, $100,000. Then 
came the death of his wife Hp first 
showed signs of breakdown in Au- 
gust, 1911, and although since then 
there were occasional flashes of his 
old wit, his health steadily declined. 
No Money for Charity. 
Although noted for his many chari- 
ties,. Congressman Sullivan made 
provision in his will to perpetuate 
them after his death. Of his estate, 
estimated at about $3,000,009, a fourth

FOR AMERICAN MARKET 


New York, September 18.—Butter 
from Siberia and Australla is here in 
bond waiting to make its debut into 
the American market along with Ar- 
gentine beef. 

A full 1,000 firkins of the Siberian 


product—firkins weighting about 144 
pounds each—are stored in warehouses 
waiting the passage of the new tariff 
bill, which would reduce the present 
6 cents tariff on butter to 2% cents. 

Delivered into the refrigerators the 
Siberian butter has cost 20 5-8 cents 
a pound and adding the tax under the 
proposed tariff it would come to the 
dealer at 23 1-8 cents, said to be about 
5 cents under the prevailing prices for 
butter of similar grade from domestic 
dairies,

on Cases ‘at’ the Federal 
“Prison. af 


A slim, slightly above medium- 
height man, bent a Iittle with the age 
that shows in his snow white hair and 
mustache of the same white tinge, can 
be seen at the federa] prison any week 
day, bending over “cases,” selecting 
type and putting it in on tne “galleys” 
to be “proved.” 

He is as brown as an Indian, and his 
face shines with a kindly smile as he 
pauses now and then, 

The smile is a reflection of some 
bright and happy thought suddenly 
born into the right words in his brain, 
and his fingers move rapidly over the 
case as he selects the letters that will 
put them into print. 

He is Jullan Hawthorne, 


son of | 


Nathaniel Hawthorne, the great Amer- ; 
ican poet, prose writer whose work is recommend 


rated among the masterpieces of Eng- 
lish literature. 
Gains Him Repstation. 

Julian Hawthorne's prose and poetry 
since he has been a prisoner has also 
galned him a national reputation, 
alded by the prominence given his case 
on account of being 
Nathaniel Hawthorne. 

As he composes his work he puts It 
into type. He is a compositor, as well 
as writer, and enjoys the mechanical 
production of literature 
much as authorship. 

Hawthorne is now entering upon the 
last month of his year-and-a-day 
prison term, which expires on Octo- 
ber 18. He was convicted in Boston 
courts of using the United Staes mails 
te defraud in connection with a mining 
scheme. 

Hawthorne has refused to see re- 
porters or magazine writers since his 
imcarceration, and has issued no state- 
ment about his case. He spends his 
time tn the printing room, and writes 
many articles for the monthly prison 
magazine, “Good Words.” 

Although Hawthorne refuses to see 
writers, he talks amiably with his 
guards, and has made friends with 
nearly everyone in the prison with 
whom he has come in contact. 

He has not yet decided what he wil 
@o when released !n October. None 
of his fifteen children have come to 
see him since he has been in Atlanta. 
Apparently -his has hurt him immeas- 
Brably, and has caused him not to 
make any plans. 

Lived With the Indians.

;William J, Gaynor, who died on board, 
the steamer Baltic at sea Wednesday 
afternoon, the Cunarder Lusitania: 
salled from Liverpool this afternoon. 
The vessel is expected to reach New 
York neat Friday. 
Unprecedenged tributes were render- 
in honor of the late mayor 
while the body was on British soil: 
From the time the casket was removed 
from the Baltic last night until it 
\ was transferred to the Lusitania today, 
the-body lay in state in the Liverpool 
town hall amid trappings used at the 
public funeral of a British monarch 
and of prominent English statesmen. 

The oaken coffin, draped. in the 
Stars and Stripes, now rests in a spe- 
cial compartment on board the Lusi- 
tania. Throughout the voyage to New} 
York it will be guarded by eight uni | 
formed quartermasters. 

It was placed in the special mortuary 
chapel In forward deck of the steam- 
ship. The Lusitania 1s due to arrive 
in New York on Friday, September 19. 

A special guard of six policemen 
watched over the body in the town hall 
throughout the night. The casket 
rested on a great catafalque which had 
been brought to Liverpool from West- 
minster Abbey. 

Farly this morning the mayor's body 
was re-embalmed, this being found 
necessary. 


Death Mask Taken. 


A death mask of the features of 
the mayor also was taken this morn- 
ing in eccordance with Instructions re- 
celved from Mrs. Gaynor, 

The Liverpool clergy, headed by the 
bishop of Liverpool, persuaded Rufus 
Gaynor to consent to the holding of a 
religious service at 7 oclock this morn- 
ing.

Princeton Tigers Return 
But Three Veteran Players 


By Edward R. Bushnell. 

Philadelphia, September 13.—(Spe- 
cial.) —No college will envy the task 
which confrontsthe Princeton football 
euthorities this year. The Tigers get 
to work on Monday, but in view of the 
way their 1912 team has been riddled 
by graduation and other causes it is a 
wonder they did not begin work 
earlier. Of the 1912 team, Princeton 
has only three regulars who have re- 
turned. For two new coaches to build 
up a winning team with so small a 
nucleus is likely to prove a mighty 
hard job. 

One of the curiousthingsebout the 
football situation in Tigertown is that 
the graduate advisory committee was 
willing to commit the squad into the 
hands of two inexperienced coaches, 
both members of the 1912 eleven. The 
two men who will take this stupendous 
task are Bluethenthal and Andrews. 
Bluethenthal played center last year, 
while Andrews held down one of the 
end positions. 

Princeton's policy in the selection of 
coaches has been quite the reverse of 
that adopted by Yale. The Elis have 
decided that the weakness of their sys- 
tem was the appointment of the cap- 
taln, or a member of the _ previous 
year’s team to the head coachship the 
following fall. After a series of disas- 
ters the Elis decided to engage not 
only a professionel coach, but one who 
had made good and who had been out 
of college long enough to know how to 
handle men.

TIRE INFLATION 


By M. L. Greenwold. 
Inflate slow at first. There are a 
Kreat many views as to the proper 


pressure, but it 18 rulable to inflate 
the front tires to a pressure equivalent 
to seventeen or eighteen times their 


cross-section, and the rear tires to a 


pressure equivalent to twenty times 
the cross-section; for example, 34x4 
tires, on front wheels, should have 


"9 


from 68 to 72 pounds pressure, while 
on the rear wheels the pressure should 
be about 80 pounds. The tire should 
round out pretty well and not flatten 
under the weight of car and passeén- 
gers. 

Reinflate the tire occasionally, as 
the inner tubes are permeable. When 
the rubber is heated to 80 degrees or 
more, 15 or 20 per cent of the pressure 


. then is lost. 


It is not advisable to inflate the 
tires with the exhaust from engine. 
Oil and certain gases are destructive 
to the rubber. 

Remember that your pressure gauge 
on pump may not show an accurate 
pressure in the tire owing to the fric- 
tion of the valve inside or plunger. 
On this account it ts best to get pres- 
sure reading from the tires. 

There is not so much danger from 
inflating the tires hard as is gener- 
ally supposed. The well-pumped-up 
tires do not bend so much in displac- 
ing the air, the friction and heat is 
lower and counteracted by expansion.

The case of a man. the man in 


Yuma, Mich., who, on the 24 occasions 
of his seeKing the surgical operating 
table, has parted with a hand, a leg, 


an eye, several bones 
and a portion of his liver, arouses 
speculation. How many moré of his 
bodily members, organs and tissues 
can he part with and live in health? 

Dr. 8. J. Meltzer. head physiologist 
of the Rockefeller institute, might an- 
swer this question with scientific 
Precision. In The Journal of the 
the American Medical Association, ap- 
pearing February 23, 1907, Dr. Melt- 
zer expounded his theory, based on 
known facts, that the body is equip- 
ped with ample “factors of safety.” It 


contains bones and cartilages in large 
surplus. A man stripped of his “fac- 
tors of safety” could get along handi- 
ly without an arm or leg and minus 
several ribs; two-thirds of both kid- 
neys might be removed with normal 
result; one lung might be extirpated; 
five-sixths of both thyroids could be 
dispensed with, although the secre- 
tions of the last sixth are needed to 
Prevent lockjaw or cretinism. Re- 
move all the parathyroids and he dies, 
but he can spare three out of four of 
these glands, and he can part with 
nine-tenths of the vital suprarenal 
glands. The motor area of one side 
of his brain may be removed, he still 
controls his muscles. Cut one of tha 
two vagus nerves, he breathes well, 
his heart beats regularly. He needs 
only one-tenth of his pancreas. The 
entire stomach may go, together with 
70 or 80 per cent of the intestines, 
and he can digest normal meals, His 
heart may do many times its ordinary 
work; if diseased, it will pump the 
blood through his system adequately 
throughout a long Iife. provided he 
does not strain its reduced “factor 
of safety.” Throughout the system 
the marvelous phenomena of repair 
are continually in evidence, showing 
facilities possessed by no machine 
ever {nvented. And repair sets in, 
not when the margin of safety is ex- 
hausted, but when it is encroached 
upon at all. It is the guardian of 
the guardians of the body's instru- 
ments and forces.

Londen, September 13.—Sixteen fa-]a metaphor, there is no such consen+ 


mous British clergymen, representing 
almost aS many sects, have collaborat- 
ed to produce a cheery little book that 
ig exactly the oné to take away as 
holiday reading—I doen't think.

“Ig There a Hell?” is the title‘of 
this truly remarkable quarter’s worth, 
and the chapter headings show how 
comprehensive the'information is. The 
first of them, “The History of Hell,” 
is followed by “What is Hell Like?” 
and then comes “The Certainty of 
Hell," which is rather disturbing, and 
“Hell, a Philosophic Necessity,” which 
some of us would be disposed to deny, 
and s¢ on until chapter sixteen, which 
is devoted to “A Defense of the Hell 
of the Bible.”

REVIEWS OF THE WEEK 
IN AMERICAN MARKETS 


Cotton, F “ 

New Orleans, September 13.—Wide fluctuations 
were brought about in the cotton market this 
week, upturns being caused by the more favor- 
able news from Washington regarding legisla- 
tion, against future trading and the downward 
movements dy the heavy rains in the western ‘half 
of the belt, which effectually put an end to the 
drouth, and caused talk of a top crop. The 
net results weer’ an advance of 33 to 38 soln: 
The high prices were made on Tuesday and the 
low prices on Friday. At the highest the trading 
Months were 62 to 65 points over last week's 
close; at the lowest they wer@ 1 to 7 points over. 
The range was 57 to 61 points. 

The news from Washington was eargerly read 
by the trade and it was of a fenor to cause 
Touch buying, finst and last. Early in the week, 
the agreement that the proposed tax on futures, 
{{ passed, should mot go into effect for a year, 
was considered to be a very bullish feature. 
Later, when its influence had worn off, the mar- 
ket was again stimulated upward by the attempt 
to substitute market reforma for the tax meaés- 
ures, This attempt caused a steadier week-end 
than would otherwise have been seen. 

Reports from Texas and Oklahoma, espect- 
ally the former, Were most encouraging, com- 
pared with what have been coming from that 
section of the elt for a long time past. Rain 
was reported every day of the week and under 
the moisture, crop accounts said, the appearance 
of the crop underwent a complete change. Many 
counties in Texas that, in the time of drouth, 
had been talking of crop disaster, went to talk- 
ing about a top crop and a fairly large yield. 
These reports were at all times the source of 
Much short selling, althoush offset, to some ex- 
tent, by the bullish clalm that the rains were 
Preventing picking and injuring the grade of 
cotton, 

In the spot department, prices advanced fiye- 
sixteenths of @ cent, middling closing at 
1215-16. against 12% last week and 117-16 this 
week last year. Sales on the spot amounted to 
3.725 bales, against 1,666 last week and 90 
this week last year; sales to arrive totaled 
5,012 bales, against 920 last week and 750 this 
week last year. 


Cotton Goods, 


New York, September 13.--Cotton goods mar- 
ts have ruled strong for the week and prices 
have advanced steadily. There was less trading 
On the last two days of the week, but no change 
in the market's tone was apparent. There has 
been a large buying movement stimulated py the 
advance in cotton. 

Prints advanced during the weak and sales 
have deen large. Gales of percale have been 
large. Some lines have been withdrawn and 
others advanced 1-4¢ a yard. Bleached cottons 
haye deen advanced to a desis of 8% for Fruit 
of the Loom and staple gingnams are up 1-4c a 
yard. Mckings, denims and heavy colored cot. 
tons are held firm. Print cloths have advanced 
%4c a yard on 6ome wide constructions during the 
last four or five weeks. Hosiery and underwear 
have advanced and cotton yarns have been strong, 
Prices rule as follows: 

Print cloths, 28-Inch, 64x6¢s, 3%, nominal;

With Violet Craze 
Are Three-Quarters Insane 


Munich, September 13.—People with 
a passion for violet clothing are three- 
quarters mad. This’ is the discovery 
of the distinguished menta] alienist, 
Dr. Bernard Holz, and he is backed 
by other investigators. Generally he 
declares that fashion and cluthes 
have the directest influence on in- 
sanity. Dr. Rudolf Foerster, of Ber- 
lin, has been investigating the same 
subject and he hag just published a 
book on “The Connection of Profes: 
sions and Fashions With Mental Dis. 
ease.’ Dr. Foerster says that It is a 
sign of propressive paralysis when a 
man of plain life takes to dressing 


himself up like an Unter den Linden | 
dude and wears a silk hat. And Dy. 
Holz says that {It {gs a sure sign of 


Paranoia when elderly persons show « 
minute zeal about thetr clothing, and 
particularly when two elderly mein- 
bers of the same family copy one 
another's garb. 

“\ certain proportion of lunatics,” 
says Dr. Holz. “probably 3 per cent 
OWe their troubles to the Influence of 
fashion. that is to women's fashions. 
This does not include the vast num- 
ber upon whom fashion acts indirect- 
ly in an injurious sense, for instance, 


to tght-laced women who suffer from | 


hysteria. Hysteria {is essentially a 
fashion nervous disease. Also it does 
not invlude thousands of indirect vic- 
tims whose nervous sytems are under- 
mined through disappointment with 
their dfessmakers. jealousy of other 
wumen's choices, inability to pay mod- 
istes' bills. If these cases are count- 
ed then a third of woman lunatics are 
victims of fashion.” 

When fashion is an indirect 
contributory cause of insanity, 
Holz fluids that it chiefly 
functiona) disturbances of the mood. 
such as undue exaltation, undue 
pression and diseases of the will. The 
commonest form of indirectly caused 
fashion insanity is maniacal .depres- 
sion. Fashion lunacy seldom appears 
early in life. 

Greatest Danger to Women. 

“The greatest of all dangers for 
women of between $0 and 50,” says Dr, 
Holz. “is too minute” -attention to 
clothing and to 
When a young woman is unreasonably 
keen on fashion that may mean men- 
tal disease, but when a woman getting 
on in life does so that almost certain 
ly means a mind unbalanced. One 
Sign of all half-lunacy is an entire 
Jack of sympathet!. and human in- 
terest and a fussy self-concentration 
of one's own petty, often insignificant 
needs and !magined need&S™"This con- 
centration is petty and insignificant 
when in an elderly woman it takes the

With this view Dr. Foerster’s book 
, agrees, for its notes that Insane women 
often collect vast quantities of useless 
}clothing, spend extravagantly and 
| show an unnatural desire to shine in 
i society. 
“The first sign of a normally 
| healthy-brained organism is,” says Dr. 
Holz, “a considerable decline of inter- 
jest in clothes after one passeg thirty. 
| When a woman has passed 60, a craze 
‘for clothing may mean premature de- 
|Mmentia senilis. A client of-mine, the 
| brilliant and admired Baroness 4., 
; who spoke five languages and wrote 
|attractive verse, suddenly began at 
| the age of 70 to study fashion papers. 
| At first she discussed the fashions 
with the brilliance which she showed 
for every other interest, and she be-. 
gan to design her own dresses. For 


that she appears badly dressed at go- 
cial gatherings—these things have a 
distinctly disorganizing effect upon the 
nervous system. A woman of strong 
mind escapes this peril by keeping to 
her own class, but !f ambition is 
stronger than common. sense, the 
ceaseless struggle for fine clothing 
and perpetual self-consciousness may 
undermine sound mental health. Prob- 
ably there are usually other causes. 
But it is not necessary to assume in- 
{herited or constitutional mental weak- 
| ness in every case of madness brought 
on by fashion.” 
Colors and Insanity. 

Dr. Holzs experiments with pa- 
tients and animals indicate that pos- 
sibly colors may have something to 
do with insanity. He holds that blue 
‘and violet are “insane; that is, nerve- 
disturbing colors, and adds that the 
lunacy rate may be affected by fash- 
ion when the prevailing mode compels 
ja particular color to be worn. Dr. 
Holz tested the pulses and nervous 
Teactions of seven women patients 
when handsome, colored articles uf 
; attire were unexpectedly placed before 
them. He found that, contrary to cur- 
rent belief, red and orange do not ex- 
cite, Green soothes, but purple, violet 
and blue have disturbing effects. The 
craze for violet, which is common with 
south German women, may be one 
cause of mental] instability. The ex- 
periments with animals chiefly con- 
‘sisted in dressing dogs and rabbits in 

violently colored jackets. In ~ most 

cases~violet and blue caused a more 
violent revulsion and stronger desire 
“to get rid of the jackets than any 
other color. Rabbits, in particular, 
were bewildered when dressed in blue. 

Dr. Holz thinks that pyromanta, the 
passion for setting fire to property, 
may be a fashion disease. He says he 
treated three women victims of pyro- 
mania, all of whom showed a craze for 
minutely careful dressing. One wom- 
an never took off her gloves or her 
veil, being under the delusion that this 
involved immodest exposure. This 
‘woman's craze for incendiarism was 
| so strong that she concealed a piece 
,of a broken tumbler, and tried with 
}it to focus the sun's rays gn a sum- 
| merhouse table. 
| “Hysteria,” says Dr. Holz, “is preva- 
‘lent with women and very rare among’ 
men, partly because men wear a uni- 
form dress, and are, therefore, saved 
from th® morbid excitements or fash- 
jon. That, too. explains why peasant 
women in countries where an unchang- 
ing national dress is worn, are so re- 
markably free from hysteria. They 
are not subjected to the exactions and 
despotism of fashion, which ts one of 
the most fertile causes of nervous dis- 
; eases in the world.”

England’s Great Seal Has Passed 


r Adventures 


september 13.—Still anoth- 
was added to the already 
checkered history of the great seal 
of England when its official custo- 
dian, the Jord chancellor, Viscount 


Haldane, left for New York on his 
way to the American Bar Assocfation 
meeting at Montreal. In his absence 
the great séal ,which was thrown into 
the Thames by James II, lost and 
found again in a game of blind man's 
buff by Lord Brougham, and, in de- 
fiance of all precedent, carried off to 
France by Cardinal Wolsey, was placed 
“in commission,” as the phrase goes, 
three lord commissioners, namely Lord 
Merley, Lord Beauchamp and the Mas- 
ter of the Rolls, having been chosen 
this week, who administered the seal 
unt!l the lord chancellor's return from 
his brief visit to Columbia's shores. 

This is by no means the first time 
that the great seal—which Macdon- 
ough described as “round and as thick 
and as large aS a muffin,” which 
bears the royal arms and, as the spe- 
cific emblem of sovereignty, is at- 
tached to the most important class of 
public documents—has been placed in 
commission, but it is the first occasion 
since the ill-fated Wolsey's time that 
its official custodian has quitted Eng- 
land during his term of office. In 
early times, be it explained, the seal 
invariably was entrusted to come fa- 
mous and powerful ecclesiastic and 
was a perquisite which brought with 
it substantial gain. In after years a 
lord Ireeper of the seal came into be- 
ing, but eventually it became the spe- 
cial charge of the lord chancellor. As 
head of the English judiciary, he re- 
ceives the seal, which reposes in a 
Moroceo case, on his appointment 
and he never Is supposed to let It go 
out of his possession, hence the ne- 
cessity Which arose when Lord Hal- 
dane was invited to visit America, of 
getting the king's formal permission 
for him to make the trip. 

Wolsey and the Seal. 

Cardinal Wolsey, around whose neck 
the seal had beeri hung by his master, 
Henry VIII, with the injunction that 
he was “to use it to the honor of God 
and his sovereign.” cabmly popped it 
into his grip—or whatever took the 
place of a grip in those days—when 
he went on his famous embassy to 
France, and actually sealed writs with 
it at Calais. So grave a departure 
from privilege was this regarded that 
{t was made one of the grounds of 
impeachment of the famous cardinal. 

Lord Brougham, who gavé his name 
to-an aristocratic conveyance, and was 
lord chancellor to King Georve IV., 
was even more careless with the great 
seal than Wolsey. Brougham was 
what, in these days, would be termed 
a “nut,” and his goings on during a 
visit to Scotland are said tv have given 
the final stroke to the ‘king’s confi- 
dence in him. For not only did his 
lordship indulge in a carouse with the 
bar mess at Lancaster on his way to 
the north, but, at the country house 
of the Duchess of Bedford, he even let 
this famous royal emblem be gct away 
from him. The account of this inci- 
dent igs well worth reproducing from 
Atlay's “Victorian Chancellors:” 

“at Rothlemurchus, where a large 
party of southrons were the guests of 
the Dowager Duchess of Bedford, he; 
‘romped so famjliarly with the ladies | 
that te be revenged on him they stole 
the great seal’ and hid it in a tea chest 
in the drawing room, where he, was 
compelled to discover it blindfolded 
and guided by the music of the plano, 
which rose loud or sank according as 
he was ‘hot’ or ‘cold’ The king had 
been furious with the chancellor for 
conveying~ the great seal across the

border, an act which he genuinely be- 
lieved to partake of the nature of high 
treason; and an exaggerated account 
of the romp at Rothlemurchus did not 
tend to calm him. Nor was he in any 
way soothed by the bulletins in which 
Brougham assured him of their jolnt 
popularity in the ‘north.'” 
Threw Seal Into River, 

King James II., when flying from the 
country, threw the great seal into the 
Thames at Lambet, but it was soon 
recovered. Perhaps the time when its 
loss gave most trouble was during the 


Struggle between King Charles I. and | 


his parllament. when Littleton, who 
at the time was lord keeper of tha 
great seal, suddenly transferred his 
allegiance from the side of parlla- 
ment to that of the King, and brought 
the great seal along with him. It is 
interesting to recall that so generally 
was the seal regarded as the emblem 
of legal power and authority, that the 
parliamentarians were more dismayed 
over the loss of the possession of the 
mere die of the great seal than they 
would have been over the defection of 
a thousand warriors. They realized 
that without the great seal they had 
no authority to carry on the govern- 
ment of the country ina constitu- 
tional way. So much did they feel the 
loss of the seal that they offered pray- 
ers In public to the Almighty to help 
them In their trouble and perplexity. 
If these prayers were answered, how- 
ever, {t was somewhat belatedly, for 
it was not until three years afterwards 
that the great seal was recaptured. 

All these things have not happened, 
be it explained, to the identical seal, A 
new great seal, like new ccinage, is 
struck at the mint upon the accession 
of a new sovereign when the old one 
goes through the process of demask- 
ing. That Is, the sovereign strikes it 
a blow with a hammer sufficient to 
make a slight distinguishing mark. 
The seal is at the disposal of the mon- 
arch, but by long custom it 1g re- 
garded as a prerequisite of the lord 
chancellor, so, in the fullness of time, 
Lord Haldane {s likely to have one of 
his own.
